Background 

Thereporfos indicate that at about 10:30 p.m. on March 10,^^M®dto vn Ms 1 98( 

®®o a residence in. the 900 block of Bast 28th Street. While there, Mr.®®bf?c;ome 
involved m an argument with two acquaintances—one of them was Richard Ortiz. Mr.( 
sai^Ir. Ortiztook his car keys, watch and cigarettes, at knife point, and left in hisr^ 

Mr. ^B® said ho saw his car later that evening at East 24th Street and Highland Avenue 
and Mr. Ortiz was$UlIdriving it Mr. Ortiz refuged to return the vehicle and drove away. The 
next morning Mh®® called your department and reported his car stolen. 
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At about 10:30 a.m., before the stolen vehicle report was taken, officers located the car illegally 
parked in the west alley of the 1900 block of Wilson Avenue. The officers contacted Mr* Ortiz 
and two others who were in the vehicle, and they requested that the vehicle be properly parked. 
After checking to see if the oar had beet? reported stolen, the officers left.

" As th(HBBBflped toward the officefs^Offipef Harward saw M^OTzlook dj^ctly at him, 
accelerate, and continue directly toward Mm and Officer Miller. Thefll^Bdid not slow 
down, and when the officers moved, Mr. Ortiz turned the car toward them. Officer Harward said 
he believed Mr. Ortiz was intentionally driving at himiand Officer Miller, so he fired two rounds 


at the car as he attempted to move out of the way. Officer Miller also fired, thinking Mr. Ortiz 
was trying to hit them.- He thought the vehicle had actually struck Officer Harward as it passed, 
Mr.H§said he believed Mr. 'Ortiz was trying to run the officers down. 



TheJHUPfed and was Involved in a traffic accident at the intersection of East 28th Street 
and ^Avenve. Mr. Ortiz was captured near the scene of the accident, Officer Harward located 
fit® front passenger, and the other passenger, Maria tlrzua, sitting on the curb. Mr. 
H^Bhad been shot in the left leg and back. Ms. Urzua said when Mr. Ortiz saw the officers he 
panicked and drove straight at them at a high rate of speed, trying to intimidate them.

com pj ex ms seated in her car in the parking lot during 
the incident She said fheBH^Bdrove directly at the officers at a high rate of speed. She 
told a detective the officers would have been hit if they had not shot at the vehicle and caused it 
to veer to the left. 
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Examination of the physical evidence revealed that Officer Harward fired his gun twice and 
Officer Miller fired seven times. There were six bullet impacts on the vehicle 

A toxicological examination revealed the presence of methamphetotto in Mr. Ortiz’s system. 

Legal Analysis 

..This review was conducted pursuant to the joint p rotoco l between this office and all Sau Diego 

law enforcement agencies calling upon the District Attorney to conduct ah independent 
assessment of the circumstances surrounding the use of deadly force. The review does not 
examine such issues'is'compliance with the policies and procedures of any law enforcement 
agency, ways to improve training} or any issues related to civil liability. Accordingly, such a 
. review should not be interpreted as expressing an opinion on these matters* 

Under California law, peace officers may use deadly force to protect themselves from the threat 
of death or great bodily harm and to usa reasonable force in making an arrest. California Penal 
Code section 835a allows an officer to use reasonable force to make an arrest and to overcome 
resistance by a person for whom he has reasonable cause to believe has committed a public 
offense. That section States the officer need not retreat or desist his effort to effect an arrest 
because of that person’s resistance. 

... > -Cotlraetioirl^dipmue officers may use deadly force hi the course of 

their duties under circumstances not available to members of the general public. We are 
mindful, however, that certain limits on the use of deadly force apply to peace officers, The U,S. 

..~'Nimh‘CifcuItUourtofAppe&ls;'-M 

delineated those circumstances under which deadly force may be used: 

“[Pjolice may use only such force as is objectively reasonable under the 
circumstances* An officer’s use of deadly force is reasonable only if ‘the officer 
has probable cause to believe that the suspect poses a significant threat of death or 
serious physical injury to the officer or others.’ All determinations of 
unreasonable force ‘must embody allowance for the fact that police officers are 
often forced to make split-second judgments-in circumstances that are tense, 
uncertain, and rapidly evolving-about the amount of forpe that is necessary in a 
particular situation.*" [Citations omitted.] 

Irrespective of any laws applicable to situations where peace officers use deadly force m 
accomplishing their duties, the law of self defense and defense of others is available to any 
person. 

Conclusions 

In this case, Officers Hatward and Miller were confronted by a speeding vehicle bearing down 
on them in an attempt to escape. According to the officers and witnesses, including one witness 
in$jde the car, the oar was headed directly at the officers at a high rate of speed, and only veered 
away from the officersaaarasult of their defending themselves by firing at the vehicle. While it 
is unfortunate that 3 passenger, was wounded in this incident, the decision by the . 
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officers to fire at die vehicle was reasonable under die circumstances, and their use of deadly 
force was justified, The fact that rather than Mr. Ortiz, was wounded, does no t 

change our assessment that the conduct of the officers was appropriate under the circumstances. 
The officers bear no criminal liability for their actions. 

We anticipate no farther action in this matter other than the continuing prosecution of Mr. Ortiz. 
A copy of this letter, along with, the .materials submitted for our. review; will be retained in our 
files.

SYNOPSISi 


On March 11, 2004, at about 1224 hours, Officers Harward and Miller 
were investigating the report of a carjacked vehicle at the 
apartment complex located at S31 B. 28 th Street. The victim of the 
carjacking toid the officers that the stolen vehicle was parked in 
the rear (south) parking lot of the complex. 

Officers Harward and Miller walked into the parking lot at the west 
entrance from F Avenue. As they walked in an easterly direction in 
the parking lot, they saw the suspect vehicle being backed quickly 
southbound out of a parking stall in the north portion of the lot. 
The driver of the stolen car swiftly turned in a westerly direction 
and accelerated westbound directly at Officers Harward and Miller. 

The officers attempted to move, to the north, but, according to the 
officers and witnesses, the vehicle accelerated so quickly and at 
such a high rate of speed that the officers were forced to fire 
their service pistols toward the driver of the vehicle. A 
combination of the evading movements of the officers and the firing 
of their weapons saved them from being struck by the car. 

As the rounds from the service pistols of both of the officers 
struck the vehicle, the car veered somewhat to the southwest and 
sped past the officers to the south, almost striking Officer 
Harward. When the car was proceeding past the officers, Officer 
Miller fired additional rounds in an attempt to stop the fleeing 
vehicle from proceeding further because of the excessive force and 
atrociousness of the driver's actions seconds earlier. The vehicle 
was able to speed southbound on F Avenue. 

The car was being driven so fast and erratically that the suspect 
vehicle collided with another car, which was stopped on F Avenue 
near Sweetwater Union High School, about 300 yards south of the 
shooting incident. Other officers apprehended the driver and two 
passengers at or near the collision site. One of the passengers was 
struck in leg by one of the rounds fired by the officers. 
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LOCATION OF INCIDENT;

DEPARTMENT POLICY APPLICABLE; 


Operating Procedure #52 - Use of Force, states (in part) reasonable 
force may be applied consistent with California .Penal Code section 
835a. Officers shall not use more force in any situation than is 
necessary to effect lawful objectives and is appropriate under the 
circumstances. 

Deadly force against any person, including a fleeing felon, may 
only be used when an officer reasonably believes that the action is 
necessary as a means of self defense from death or serious injury; 
to defend any other victim from death or serious injury; to prevent 
a crime in which human life is in serious jeopardy as a result of a 
suspect's actions; to apprehend a fleeing felon if the felony is a 
forcible and atrocious one which threatens death or serious injury. 

IVESTIGATION; 


Detective Taylor and 1 were called out to the scene on March 11, 
2004. Detective Sergeant Triviz briefed us. I reviewed the parking 
lot shooting scene at 631 E, 28 th Street and the area of the 
vehicle collision, located at the Intersection of F Avenue and E. 
28 th Street. Detectives and traffic investigators processed both 
scenes completely, Each investigator submitted thorough, written 
reports detailing their actions and observations. Detectives 
located and comprehensively interviewed witnesses. 


Thevictim ofthe c ar^acki ng^^^^BHBHHi and the apartment complex 
HHHflHH - (HMHH (HII^H (HHI Witnessed 1die^€5ntire :mcident 
involving the shooting in the parking lot. HHHI and (HU gave 
detailed statements, which verified that the driver of the suspect 
vehicle, Richard Ortiz, absolutely tried to run down both officers. 
Both witnesses felt the officers were completely justified in 
firing at the suspect vehicle. 


HB said, ""'They {the officers) didn't have time to react to get 
out of the way. It would hav^JrU: 11 em straight on if they hadn't 
fired. 11 In the crime report SHH told Detective Nagle that the 
officer^nulled their guns as Richard Ortiz was driving directly at 
them. flHB saw both officers trying to get out of the way of the 
suspect vehicle, but Ortiz was still driving at them at high speed. 
Both officers fired at Ortiz as he drove directly at them. 


Maria Urzua, one of the passengers in the suspect vehicle stated, 
""Richard (Ortiz) began panicking. The police started walking up 
the driveway, and he didn't care if the cops were there. He wanted 
the cops out of the way. There wer^cops^^^f^n^of us. M Richard 
Ortiz and the other passenger, HHHHHHHHHHHH invoked their 
Miranda rights when asked by detectives to provide a statement. 

Officers Miller and Harward gave voluntary statements to Detectives 
Grande and Remmers. The officer's statements to the detectives are 
thorough and specific in the articulation of their reasonable fear 
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for their own safety. They also feared for the safety of each other 
as Ortiz tried to run them down. Both officers fired several rounds 
at the suspect vehicle as the vehicle came at them. 

Officer Miller fired additional rounds at Ortiz as the vehicle 
veered closely past them and one final round as the vehicle sped 
southbound on F Avenue. Officer Miller fired the rounds at the 
fleeing vehicle because he was very concerned the suspect vehicle 
would get away. Officer Miller obviously realized the atrociousness 
of the attempt by Ortiz to run over both officers. Officer Miller 
undoubtedly did not want the public to be subjected to possible 
serious injury from Ortiz during his escape. 

The crime report (#0402679) regarding this officer involved 
shooting is very comprehensive and gives specific detail to the 
crime scenes and the circumstances of the case. The statements of 
all the persons involved are adequately depicted. I did not find it 
prudent to interview either Officers Miller and Harward or any of 
the witnesses in the case. 

The case against Ortiz was submitted to the District Attorney's 
Office. Ortiz pled guilty to 211 P.C. Robbery, 245 (c) , Assault 
with a Deadly Weapon, and 10851 V.C. Vehicle Theft. 

FINDING! 


Officers Miller and Harward were in full uniform when they 
approached the carjacked suspect vehicle on March 11, 2003. David 
Ortiz attempted to run down both officers in order to escape 
arrest. Both officers tried to move out of the path of the suspect 
vehicle, but Ortiz was intent on striking the officers. Ortiz did 
not veer away from the officers until after the officers opened 
fire to protect themselves from death or serious bodily injury. 

Officer Miller fired additional rounds at Ortiz after Officer 
Miller and Officer Harward were out of danger from being run over 
by the vehicle. Officer Miller fired the rounds to stop an obvious 
fleeing, atrocious felon from escaping. Officer Miller was 
undoubtedly concerned for the safety of the public should Ortiz 
escape. 

Officer Miller's obvious fears for public safety were true. Within 
a few seconds Ortiz drove the vehicle into -another car, which was 
stopped near the intersection of F Avenue and E. 28 fc Street to 
drop off a female. This female was injured as a result of the 
collision. Additionally, Ortiz fled the scene of the accident, but 
was apprehended a short time later by several officers. The 
officers found him hiding in the yard of a nearby residence. 

Based on the information from the extensive crime report regarding 
this officer involved shooting, Officers Miller and Harward are 
exonerated from any violation of NCPD operation Procedure #52. 

CONCLUSION s 


Officer Miller is exonerated with regards to any violation of NCPD 
Operating Procedure #52 In this case. 
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Officer Harward is exonerated with regards to any violation of NCPD 
Operating Procedure #52 in this case.

RESUME OF INCIDENT (Not including “quotation” of suspects, etc.) 

The National City Police Department received a report of an armed carjacking of a 1986 (HHHHIB on 
the night of March 10, 2004, fro m^^ East 28 th Street in National City. On the morning of March 11, 

2004, a civilian Community Service Officer of the police department saw the vehicle in the area of 1800 
Wilson Avenue in National City. The vehicle was occupied by thee suspects, two males and a possible 
female passenger , Officers were dispatched to the location however the vehicle left the area before patrol 
units arrived . 

At about 1149 hours, two National City Police Officers located the vehicle in the south parking lot of an 
apartment complex located at 620 East 24 th Street. The vehicle was seen pulling out of a parking space and 
occupied by three suspects, two males and one female. The vehicle quickly accelerated forward to a high 
rate of speed and drove directly at the two officers. The officers having been placed in a position that 
threatened their safety fired multiple shots at the vehicle as it sped towards them. The suspect vehicle then 
exited the lot and sped off south on U F” Avenue and subsequently collided with another uninvolved 
vehicle about two blocks away at the intersection of U F” Avenue and East 28 th Street, north of Sweetwater 
High School The driver (Ortiz) of the suspect vehicle fled the scene of the collision and was found 
{ inutes later hiding in the shrubs along the side of a nearby residence (6 31 East 28 th Street). He was 
taken into custody without further incident The remaining two suspects, tuul Maria 

Urz.ua were passengers and remained at the scene of the collision and were taken into custody. As a result 








the collision, the suspect vehicle and the uninvolved vehicle, a 1981^^^/^^^^^^^^ sustained 
■ tajor damage, A passenger of the HHB a student at Sweetwater High School 

complai ned of pain as a result of the collision and was taken by paramedics to Paradise Valley Hospital 
being dropped off at school by her stepfather when the collision occurred\ 

sustained two gunshot wounds; he was transported by paramedics to UCSD Hospital 
Maria Urzua complained of pain as a result of the collision and was transported to UCSD Hospital 

Potential booking charges for all three suspects may range from Carjacking, Assault with a Deadly 
Weapon, to the Attempted Murder of a Police Officer, The investigation is ongoing,

The two National City Police Officers were not injured during the incident and will be placed on 
Administrative Leave with pay per our agency*s policy. The criminal investigation of the incident is being 
handled by homicide detectives of the National City Police Department. The administrative investigation 
will be handled by the Department*s Internal Affairs Unit. 

During the incident, Sweetwater High School, 2900 Highland Avenue, and Otivewood Elementary, 2505 
"F** Avenue, were placed under lockdown conditions while officers searched for the outstanding suspect.

FACTS; 

NOTIFICATION:

On 03/11/04, at about 1300 hours, Sergeant Bishop ordered me via radio to 
respond to the intersection of E.28^ 1 Street and “F” Avenue to investigate a minoi 
injury, hit and run traffic collision that involved two cars and one pedestrian. One 
of the vehicles involved in the collision was a carjacked car fleeing from National 
City Police officers. The driver of the carjacked car, who had fled the scene, was 
arrested a short distance away about 45 minutes later. The collision occurred at 
about 1151 hours. All times, speeds, and measurements are approximate. 
Measurements were obtained using nylon and steel tape, and a roll-a-tape. 

SCENE/INVESTIGATION: 

The scene is a residential area. E.28 tb Street is a two lane roadway with one lane 
of travel eastbound and one westbound. It has no lane markers. Sweetwater High 
School is immediately to the south ofE.28 dl Street. “F” Avenue is a two lane 
roadway with, one lane of travel northbound and one southbound. It has no lane 
markers. The south end of'“F” Avenue joins the west end of E.28 th Street to form 
an “L” shaped intersection. The speed limit on both streets is 25 MPH. Sports 
fields for Sweetwater High School lie to the west of 4i F" Avenue. Single family 
houses are on the east side of “F” Avenue and the north side of E.28 Street. Both 
streets have raised concrete curbs and sidewalks on both sides. 

There were no unusual traffic or roadway conditions present. The weather was 
mostly sunny and clear. Numerous parked vehicles on both sides of E.28 Street 
and “F” Avenue narrowed the roadway available for travelling. 

"Wheal arrived, (V-l) and (V-2) were at their points of uncontrolled rest in the 
intersection. (V-l) was facing southeast, with it’s front end on the south sidewalk 
of E.28 th Street (V-2) was facing northwest, with it’s rear end on the south 
sidewalk of E,28 th Street. The two vehicles were locked together. The left front 
end of (V-l) was locked into the left rear fender of (V-2). None of the parties 
were at the scene. (P-1) was in custody. (P-3) had been transported by AMR 
ambulance #60 to Paradise Valley Hospital for evaluation of injuries sustained as 
a result of the collision. (P-2) was not injured, but had accompanied detectives to 
NCPD to give a statement.flM^HilBli one of (P-1) 5 s two passengers, 
had been transported by AMR ambulance #418 to UCSD Medical Center for 
treatment. He was not injured as .a result of the collision, but had been shot earlier 
by officers. Mari a Urzua, the second of (P-l)’s passengers, was not injured, but 
had accompaniedMB in the ambulance. NCFD Engine #34 had also been on 
scene and departed prior to my arrival, having assisted paramedics with injury 
evaluation. 
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There was debris from both vehicles in the roadway and on the south sidewalk of 
E.2& th Street (P-3)’s shoes were also on the north sidewalk of E.28 l1 ’ Street. The 
shoes and outer clothing one of (P-l)’s passengers, were on the north 

sidewalk of E.28 th Street, having been removed from him by paramedics. 

Pre-collision centrifugal .speed tire scuff marks from (V-l) were present on “F” 
Avenue and in the intersection. Abrupt deviation of the scuff marks marked the 
area of impact. Post-collision tire scuff marks from (V-l) were also present. A 
large amount of “BB” sized pieces of rubber from (V-l)’s right rear tire were 
present in the roadway near (V~l)’s right rear tire and also on the right rear fender 
of (V-l). 

Detective Sergeant Triviz, Detective Meeks, Officer Dougherty, Officer Lechnir, 
Officer Ybarra and Crime Scene Specialist Chavez were on scene when I arrived. 
Detective Meeks briefed me. Crime Scene Specialist Chavez photographed the • 
scene, both overall and in detail. (Refer to her Supplemental Report.) T 

Police Services Officer Sarmiento arrived on scene and assisted me with talcing 
measurements, as did Officer Lechnir. Crime Scene Specialist Easterly arrivetWm 
scene and collected various items for evidence, including (P-3)’s shoes, 
shoes and clothing, and a possible bullet fragment in the roadway. She 
photographed these items prior to collecting them. (Refer to her Supplemental 
Report.) 

Using a station line and steel and nylon tape measures, I measured the 
intersection, the uncontrolled points of rest of (V-l) and (V-2), the Areas of 
Impact, (V-l) into (V-2), and (V-2) into (P-3), and the pre and post collision tire 
scuff marks from (V-l). I measured the locations of (P-3)’s shoes, shoes 

>and clothing, and a possible bullet fragment in the roadway. Although it was not 
'involved in the collision, at the request of detectives I also measured the location 
of NCPD police car #437 at it’s point of controlled rest. All of the above 
measurements were obtained using a nylon and steel tape measures and the station 
line method. 

PARTIES: 

The driver of (V-l) was Richard Ortiz. (P-1) had fled tile scene and was arrested a 
short distance away about 45 minutes later. He was identified to me by Detective 
Grande. A record ch eck showed (P-1) is unlicensed, with a California 
Identification Card, ^(P-1) sustained a minor abrasion to the left upper 
side of his head and complained of nausea as a result of the collision. He was later 
transported in a National City police car by Officer Harris to Paradise Valley 
Hospital for evaluation.

(V-l ) is a T986^ ^^BBBH~4door7 blue in color, bearing Californ ia license 
plate(HBHIlt Is registered toV-1) had 
been reported stolen in a carjacking earlier in the day. It sustained major damage 
to its front end. (V-l) was equipped with a driver’s side air bag that deployed as a 
result of the collision. 

After my investigation was completed, Moynahan Towing towed (V-l) from the 
scene, per 22655.5 VC (evidence impound). 

The driver of (V-2) (P-2) identified himself to 

detectives at the scene. A record check showed that (P-2) has a valid California 
driver license, Pie was not injured in the collision. 

(V-2) is a 1981 2 door, gold in color, bearing California 

personalized license plate(V“2) had been illegally modified with 13” 
wheels, customized hydraulic system, and a large number of batteries in the frunk. 

It is registered to (P-2). It sustained moderate damage to if s left rear fender. 

After .my investigation was completed (P-2) returned to the scene and drove (V-2) 
from the scene. 

(P-3) She identified herself to detectives at the scene. She had 

been a passenger in (V-2) but had exited (V-2) and was standing near it on the 
north sidewalk of E.28 th Street when the collision occurred. The impact of (V-l) 
into (V-2) drove (V-2) into (P-3). (P-3) sustained cuts, abrasions and bruises to 
her left knee, left elbow, both legs and left little finger. She also complained of 
pain to both legs and her back, She was transported by AMR ambulance #60 to 
Paradise Valley Hospital for evaluation. (P-3)’s injuries were photographed on 
03/16/04 by Crime Scene Specialist Chavez. (Refer to her Supplemental Report.)

PHYSICAL EVIDENCE:

I used a station line to measure the scene. The 0.00 point for the station line was 
positioned on “F” Avenue, lOS’O” southeast of utility pole #C2704, and 55’0” 
east northeast of utility pole #P831425. Both utility poles are located just west of 
the west sidewalk of “F” Avenue. The Station Line ran north/south, parallel to the 
curb lines of “F” Avenue.

STATEMENTS: 


Statement of j 




(P-2) drove southbound on “F” Avenue, then turned eastbound and stopped in the 
intersection of “F” Avenue and E.28 th Street to drop off (P-3) at school. (P-3) got out of 
(V-2) and closed the door. The passenger side seat belt did not retract into its holder, so 
(P-2) took a minute to fix it. Just after he fixed it and sat upright in the driver’s seat he 
was struck by (V-l). He may have been stopped or if moving, he was only moving at 1-2 
MPH. He did not see or hear (V-l) until the collision occurred. 
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After the collision he was unable to exit his car on the driver’s side because (V-l) was 
stopped to close to the door. He exited through the passenger side door. After he got out 
of his car he saw that (P-3) was laying on the south sidewalk of £.28^ Street. Her 
clothing was tom and she was trembling. He realized that she must have also been 
involved in the collision somehow, although he did not see her get struck. 


Statement o 





(P-3) was a passenger in (V-2). (V-2) stopped in the intersection of “F” Avenue and 
E.28 th Street to drop her off for school. She got out of the car and walked to the south 
sidewalk of E,28 th Street As she got out she saw a blue car (V-l) far down “F” Avenue, 
near Olivewood School. She didn’t pay any attention to it because it was far away. 


The passenger side seat belt got stuck in the door of (V-2) and (P-2) was trying to get it 
out. (P-3) waited for him to fix it, then said goodbye. She was standing facing eastbound. 
She heard the squeal of tires and turned to see (V-l) collide with (V-2). (V-2) was 
knocked into her. The right rear side of (V-2) hit (P-3)’s left side, either at her hip or 
upper thigh. She was knocked to the sidewalk. 

(P-3) never saw (P-1) and cannot identify him. She is not even able to say if (P-1) was a 
male or female. 

(Refer to the Supplemental Reports for the statements of (P-1) and his passengers and 
other witnesses.) 

OPINIONS AND CONCLUSION: 

SUMMARY: 


My conclusion is based upon Hie physical evidence and the statements of (P-2) 
and (P-3). 

(P-1) was driving (V-l), which he had carjacked. (P-2) was driving (V-2), with 
(P-3) as a passenger. (V-2) stopped in the intersection of E.28 th Street and “F” 
Avenue to drop off (P-3). (V-2) was facing eastbound, in the intersection. (P-3) 
stepped out of (V-2) and moved a few feet to the south, thus becoming a 
pedestrian and a separate party. 

(V-l) was travelling southbound on “F” Avenue at a high speed, fleeing from the 
police, who were pursing (V-l) with lights and sirens activated. (V-l) attempted 
to turn from southbound “F” Avenue to eastbound E.28 th Street, hut its speed was 
too great and (V-l) continued southbound into the intersection. 

The front end of (V-l) collided with the left rear fender of (V-2) at about a 90 
degree angle. The impact pushed (V-2) to the south and spun the rear* end of (V-2) 
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counterclockwise. The right rear fender of (V-2) collided with (P-3), who was 
standing or walking on the south curb line of E.28 111 Street. The impact knocked 
(P-3) out of her shoes and to the ground. 

The collision between (V-l) and (V-2) caused (V-l)’s driver’s side airbag to 
deploy. (P-1) was apparently not wearing a seat belt, because despite the airbag 
deployment (P-1) broke (V-l)’s windshield above and to the left of the airbag 
with his head. 

The collision between the vehicles caused them to be locked together in a wide 
“V” shape, with the front end of (V-l) locked into the right rear fender of (V-2). 
After the vehicles had come to their uncontrolled points of rest, (V-l)’s drive 
wheel (the right rear wheel) continued to turn for a period of time at high speed, 
causing large amounts of the right rear tire to shred into small pieces. I was unable 
to determine whether this occurred as a result of the collision or was a deliberate 
action (an attempt to continue fleeing in V-l) by (P-1). 

After the collision, (V-l)’s two passengers remained in the car, (P-1) fled the 
scene on foot, in violation of 20001(a) VC. He was arrested by the police a short 
distance away about 45 minutes later. 

AREAS OF IMPACT: 


I determined the Areas of Impact based upon (V-l)’s pre and post-collision tire 
scuff marks, the vehicles at their points of uncontrolled rest, (P-3)’s shoes, and the 
statements of (P-2) and (P-3). 

The AOI’s were measured using the Station Line method. AOI #1, (V-l) into (V- 
2), measured 0.00 4-71.0’ south, +6.0’ east. AOI #2, (V-2) into (P-3), measured 
0.00 4 87.0’ south, +5.0’ east. 

CAUSE: 


The primary collision factor was (P-l)’s violation of section 22350 VC (unsafe 
speed). I was unable to determine (V-l)’s exact speed at the time of collision. The 
presence of 52’ 8” of pre-collision centrifugal speed scuff marks indicate a 
minimum speed of about 52 MPH using standard formulas. The large amount of 
crush damage on (V-l)’s front end and 25 feet of post-collision tire scuff marks 
from (V-l) indicate that (V-l)’s actual speed was higher. 

An associated factor was (P-2)’s violation of 22400(a) VC (minimum speed). (V-

Additional Observations: 

The four (4) vehicle tires appear to be properly inflated. 

The windshield is intact with one (1) impact present, this impact is associated with 
Trajectory 3. 

The rear window is intact 

The driver side front and rear door windows are in the down position and are intact 

The passenger side front door window is in the down position and is intact. 

The passenger side rear door window is in an approximately 3 U up position. The glass 
window fragments are held in place by a layer of tinting material adhering to the inside 
surface of the window. One (1) impact is present which is associated with Trajectory 4. 

No projectile evidence was collected as part of the vehicle trajectory examination. 


CONCLUSIONS 

The subject vehicle exhibits multiple projectile impacts which are associated with six (6) 
trajectories. These trajectories are represented in Diagrams 1 and 2 and are detailed in 
the examination section. 

The presence of open windows on opposing sides allows for the possibility of a projectile 
passing through the passenger compartment without impacting the vehicle structure.

SUPPLEMENTAL REPORT 

On 3-11 -04, at about 1149 hours, I was the on-duty Dayshift Supervisor and was in the police station speaking with the 
Watch Commander, Lt. Fifield. I overheard police radio traffic that officers had located a carjacking vehicle in the 600 
block of E. 24 th Street and were walking up on it. A few moments later, I heard an officer state, in a distressed tone, 
that he was in foot pursuit. At this time, I discontinued our conversation and left the building to assist these officers. 

During my response, I overheard radio traffic indi cating sh ots had been fired, I upgraded my response by turning on 
the overhead lights of my patrol vehicle and sirenand arrived at the south parking lot of 620 E, 24 th Street, I 
saw there numerous expended bullet casings on the ground. I directed Officer A. Hernandez to put up yellow bander 
tape to establish this as a crime scene. 

I then responded to the “L” intersection of E. 28 th Street and “F” Avenue, which is south of the parking lot of 620 E. 
24 th Street. There, I saw a traffic collision had occurred involving the following vehicles: 

1. A Cal ifornia License Plate (stolen, carj aclced vehicle). 1 saw there were bullet 

holes i n I called out NCPD Detectives.to investigate, 

2. A goldflHHHHHHI California License Plate 

I saw there was an unidentified male lying on the ground next to the^^^^B with an apparent wound to one of his 
knees. NCFD and Paramedics had arrived and were attending to this male and there were numerous officers around. 
After making sens e of what I w as seeing, I had officers^^^^^^^^HB°f the area in an effort to capture the 
driver of the stolen^^HH who had been reported as fleeing the scene after the collision. 

Because my patrol vehicle was now boxed in by other emergency vehicles, 1 got into NCPD Patro l Vehicle # 370. I 
moved this vehicle from the intersection of E. 28 th Street and “F” Avenue, to the front yard offl|E, 28 th Street. This 
enabled me to get my patrol vehicle out of the immediate area. 

I coordinated the efforts of all officers as I determined the following areas to be crime scenes: 

1, South parking lot of 620 E. 24 th Street, 

2. Intersection of E, 28 th Street and “F” Avenue. 

I arranged for these areas to be cordoned off with yel low barrier tape and secured. 

As witnesses were located by officers and the most updated information was being broadcast, Detective L. Hart said he 
had a witness who saw the outstanding suspect run from the traffic collision scene eastbound on E. 28 lh Street. 
Detective Hart continued and said his witness saw the suspect then head in a northerly direction in the area of “G” 
Avenue. The suspect was described as wearing a beanie and wearing a light blue shirt. I directed officers to tighten the

several SDSO Deputies and the ASTREA helicopter.

This fence 
was located on the west side of the residence. I next saw Detective Hart giving verbal commands to a person lying in 
the grassy area on the west side of the residence, just south of the fence. This person was later identified as Richard 
Ortiz. I ran to this location, as did Officer M. Gonzales. Officer Gonzales assisted with the handcuffing of Ortiz. 1 
saw Ortiz was wearing a beanie and a light blue shirt, which matched the broadcast suspect description. 

I arranged for Ortiz to be transported to NCPD for processing. For the next couple of hours, I coordinated the on scene 
NCPD and SDSO personnel to facilitate the smooth processing and handling of this incident. 


Olivewood Elementary School is directly adjacent to where the shots had been fired, and Sweetwater 
High School is directly adjacent to both the collision scene and to where the suspect was located. 


After on scene assignments had been made and were being carried out, I left the scene and returned to NCPD where I 
continued to facilitate the processing and handling of this incident.

On Thursday, March 11,2004 at about 1149 hours, I was working in a uniform patrol function when I heard Officer 
Harward advise of “shots fired” in the area of East 24 th Street, 600 block. I responded with my lights and siren to the 
area and in the process of doing so, I heard that the suspect vehicle had been involved in an accident at “F” Avenue and 
East 28 th Street. I was the first supervisor to arrive on scene. Present at the scene of the coll ision were Officers 
Harward and Miller. I saw two vehicle s that had been involved in the collision. One a 1981 
ancUh^econd a Both vehicles had sustained major damage. Officer Harward told me the blue 

fl^^Bwas a suspect vehicle in a carjacking. The vehicle had been occupied by a total of three suspects, two males 
and one female. The vehicle was unoc cupied whe n I arrived however, there w as a white male and a female sitting on 
the pavement a few feet away from theflBI^B The male later identified as^^HII^^^^Bhad sustained a 
gunshot wound to his lower extremities, The female suspect, Maria Urzua, was tending to^^Bas she knelt next to 
him. Urzua appeared shaken but it did not appear she sustained any visible inj uries, L ieutenant Fifield arrived on 
scene soon after, as did emergency medical units. Paramedic units transportedand Urzua to UCSD Hospital. 
Refer to Lieutenant Fifield’s and Officer Kerr's report for additional information regardingfljjjBand Urzua. 

At the scene, I asked Officer Harward if he had fired his service weapon at the suspects. He told me he and Officer 
Miller had discharged their weapons. I met with Officers Harward and Miller individually at the scene of the collision 
and obtained initial Public Safety Statements. 

Officer Daniel Harward: 

Officer Harward said he was flagged down by a male on a bicycle at 620 East 24 lh Street regarding a vehicle 
taken during a carjacking. The male told Officer Harward that the vehicle was parked to t he rear of a building. 
Officer Harward and Officer Miller walked to the south parking lot and saw the vehicle, a^^^^Bpulling out 
of a parking stall. The vehicle, which was occupied by multiple suspects, quickly accelerated towards Officer 
Harward. The vehicle sped toward Officer Harward and attempted to rim him down. Officer Harward said, “he 
was coming right at me”. Officer Harward said he fired two rounds from his service weapon at the moving 
vehicle; he said from his location he fired in an easterly direction. Officer Harward said Officer Miller also fired 
his weapon at the vehicle. 

Officer Harward said the vehicle sped out of the parking lot and traveled south on “F” Ave nue. Offic er 
Harward drove his vehicle to area of East 28 th Street and “F” Avenue were he saw the blueBI^Bhad 
collided with a second vehicle. Officer Harward pointed at a white male and female sitting on the ground near 
the vehicle and identified them as suspects. Officer Harward said the driver, a Hispanic male wearing a dark 
beanie and sunglasses was outstanding.

Officer Miller said he and Officer Harward approached the location of the suspect vehicle on foot. Officer 
Miller saw the vehicle backing out of a parking stall and then suddenly sped forward, westbound, through the 
parking lot towards them.

I remained at the scene coordinating the transport of witnesses to the station by police 
personnel. I left the scene about two hours later after Officer Ybarra and Dougherty were assigned to the scene. Refer 
to their reports for additional information.

I was directed to the intersection of E. 26 th 
Street and "F" Avenue for both aposition and to block traffic into an area, which 
would be a crime scene. 

A few minutes later, Parking Enforcement Officer Ray Crawford arrived at the scene and 
offered to take my position, so I would be able to assist in some other fashion. 

I drove northbound on "F" Avenue to check for the shooting crime scene. On the southwest 
parking lot to "The Royal Apartments," 620 E. 24 th Street, I saw two White male adults on 
the sidewalk area pointing into the parking lot. I stopped and looked to see what they were 
pointing at. I noticed several casings on the ground. I parked my police vehicle on the 
southwest driveway of the parking lot. I exited my vehicle at the same time Sergeant Harlan 
arrived to this location. I pointed out the casings to him. Sergeant Harlan directed me to 
close off the area using yellow crime scene tape. I placed the police yellow tape blocking 
the eastern driveway to the sidewalk, which meets the perimeter fence next to Olivewood 
Elementary School. I then placed another tape to the east side of the apartment complex 
building. I remained in this area preserving the crime scene.

ORIGIN: 


On 03-11-04 at 1150 hours, Officers located a reported carjacked vehicle at 620 East 24 th Street, The 
Officers advised that the vehicle had attempted to run them over and shots had been fired. A brief 
pursuit ensued, ending in a collision at East 28 th Sheet and “F” Avenue. The suspect driver fled the 
scene on foot. I responded to the scene at about 1200 hours to assist. 

INVESTIGATION: 


On the above date and time, I was dressed in plainclothes (shirt and tie) and in an unmarked police 
vehicle. I responded to the scene at East 28 th Sheet and “F” to assist. Officer Ybarra was with me. 

While at the scene, officers determined the suspect driver was possibly hiding in a yard at 631 East 
28 th Street. The suspect was described as a Hispanic male, about 22 years old, wearing a light blue 
shirt and a multi-colored beanie. 

I checked the rear yard of 631 East 28 th Sheet with Officer M. Gonzalez, Officer Hart, and Officer 
Wilkins. 631 East 28 th Sheet is an unoccupied residence. The front, rear and side yards are in a poor 
state of repair and overgrown with weeds. We checked the rear yard, including two detached sheds 
and determined the suspect was not in the rear yard. 

Officer Hart located a subject matching the suspect’s descrip tion hid ing in the overgrown weeds on 
the west side of the residence. Officer Hart was pointing his^HB rifle at the subject and was yelling 
at him. The subject was laying in the weeds and was almost completely concealed. However, I could 
see the subject was wearing a light blue shirt. There was a wooden fence (approximately six feet tall) 
separating us from the subject. 


Officer Gonzalez jumped over the fence and began attempting to take the subject into custody. 

Officer Gonzalez yelled that he could not see the subject’s hands. I j umped over the fence and landed 
by the subject’s head. The subject was not complying with orders to put his hands behind his back.

I then walked over to a male being treated by N.CFD rescue personnel at the accident 
scene. The male appeared to be a white male with longer brown hair. I heard Captain 
Gundert (NCFD) state to someone else, “It appears to beaBBcaliber gunshot wound.” 
I then asked the m ale, “What* s your na me”. He said, 1 then asked him, 

(later id entified as^^BBBBB “Who shot you?” ^BBtold me, “The police”. 
Bil^Balso stated, “I wasn’t.. .doing... .anything” or something similar. His response 
was muffled due to the oxygen mask on him. 

A number of officers were assembled to search for the outstanding driver. Several 
officers went to 631 East 28 th St. I entered the backyard and eventually looked over the 
fence line into the front yard on the west side of the residence., I looked down into the 
overgrown side yard and saw something blue inside the grass. Thinking it was the hiding 
suspect I told him to put his hands up or he might get shot. Two hands appeared out of 
the grass. 

Other officers ran to assist including Officer Manuel Gonzales. Gonzales was able to get 
one of his hands back while other officers struggled to retrieve his hiding hand. The male 
was later identified as Richard Ortiz. Ortiz was escorted away. 

I then assisted Detective Grande with searching for evidence. See Detective Grande’s 
report for further details.

I could hear officers yelling at the subject oil the ground. I saw Sgt. Harlan standing several feet away 
from the subject. Sgt. Harlan yelled over to me to jump over the fence, to let other officers know what 
I was doing for my safety. I jumped the fence and landed at the lower end of the subject’s body. I 
could hear the subject crying. I could not see the subject’s upper body, from the back up. I could see 
that the subject had on a light blue shirt and black pants. I could not see the subject’s hands, I put my 
weight on the upper part of the subject’s body. I yelled out to other officers that I could not see his 
hands. Officer Dougherty came up to me to assist me in handcuffing the subject. I was able to put my 
hands into the grass and pull his right hand away from what felt like the right side of the subject’s 
head area. I had to pull on the right hand to get it behind the subject’s back, because the subject would 
not pull it away from the head. I yelled out that I had hold of one hand. I then yelled out that I could 
not see the other hand. I reached into the grassy area, near the left side of the subject’s head. I was 
able to grab hold of the left hand. However, I had to pull on it also, because the subject would not pull 
it away from the head. I put the left hand behind the subject’s back and was able to handcuff the 
subject. 

Other officers and I stood the subject up. It was then that I was able to see that he was a Hispanic 
male. He was covered in grass. I could now see that he had on a black beanie cap, with a logo on it. I 
later discovered that this logo was of a subject with a big head and big eyes. It was silver in color. I 
quickly patted the male down for weapons. He did not have any weapons on him. 



B At the same time I did this, I pulled on the male’s pants to keep them from falling off. Officer 
Wilkins and I walked the male, who was later identified as Richard Ortiz, to my patrol vehicle. 


Officer Wilkins searched the male incident to his arrest. Officer Wilkins found what appeared to be 
the tube of a pen. It had black electrical tape on it and was bent at one end. It appeared to be the 
shape of a pipe. I have about 70 formal hours of narcotics training, including training from the 
California Narcotics Officers Association. I have seen hollowed out pens in the past, which were used 
to snort drugs tough. I have also seen devices in the past, which were made in the shape of a pipe, 
to smoke drugs through.

I checked Ortiz’ pulse to make sure he was not under the influence of any controlled substances. His 
pulse was normal. 1 compared his pupils to my Pupilometer Card. His pupils were normal. 

I transported Ortiz to the police station for processing. The entire time Ortiz continually cried and 
yelled. I did not ask him any questions. He made several voluntary statements. He continually yelled, 
“Oh my God.” He also said, Til be killed by my family. Oh please sir. I’m sorry. This is bullshit. 
How come I’m the only one getting arrested. I want to talk to my lawyer. I just tided to get some 
money back for my family. Please forgive me. I want to call my lawyer.” 

Once at the station, Ortiz calmed clown. As 1 was walking him through the holding facility, Ortiz said, 
“I was doing so good too sir. I shouldn’t of gone there.” 

Based on the fact that Ortiz said he wanted a lawyer, I did not read him his Miranda Rights. I 
processed him at the police station. 

I asked Ortiz if he was injured. He showed me his right forearm. It was scraped up. I asked him how 
he got the injuries and he said he did not know. I then asked him if he had any other injuries and he 
said, “That’s it.” I had him take off his shirt. I could see that he had more scrape marks on his left 
arm, his stomach and back area. I did not locate any other injuries. I took digital film of his injuries 
and his clothing. I took out the disc and impounded it into evidence at the police station. I took all his 
clothing from him for evidence. lie did not have any underwear. I gave him a paper suit, which he 
put on. The paper suit covered him from neck to feet. 

Ortiz was later transported to county jail and booked.

On 03-12-04,1 met with Ray Crawford at NCPD and interviewed him reference this case. I tape recorded and 
videotaped this interview. I later impounded the tapes at NCPD, 


Statement of Rav Crawford: (Witness) . 

Crawford is employed by the city of National City as a Parking Enforcement Officer. He is assigned to write 
parking citations to vehicles within the city. He wears a light blue uniform and has National City Parking Enforcement 
patches on his shoulders. He either drives a white and blue parking enforcement scooter or he rides with a partner m a 
white city Ford Ranger truck. On 03-11-04, he was in uniform and riding with Sheila Carranza in the white city truck. 
Carranza is also a city employee responsible for citing and impounding vehicles in the city. Crawford had marked 
vehicles for 72 parking violations earlier in the week. So in order to impound the vehicles, he teamed up with Carranza. 

They were patrolling the area on the west side of the city. Crawford had received complaints from business 
owners that people were illegally parking in the west alley of 1800 Wilson Ave. At about 1110 hours, Cananza drove 
into the alley and Crawford saw two cars parked in th e alley. He started writing a ticket to the first vehicle, which was a 
black Dodge Avenger. He also saw a blueB^HBp ar ^ ec ^ ' m tlie alle y* 

Crawford saw the driver of the|^^Higet out. He also saw a person in the right front passenger seat but 
could not provide a description. He saw another person in the back seat. He thought the rear passenger was a female 
because at one point, she stuck her arm out the rear passenger window. Crawford saw her arm had silver bracelets on 

them. Crawford 

The driver walked up to Crawford. Crawford thought the driver appeared nervous because he was fidgeting. 

The driver told Crawford that if they were causing problems, they would move. He said they were having problems 
with the radio and it was smoking. The driver continued and said they could move their car if needed and would move 
to the trolley station parking lot. Crawford explained that he would like them to move because he did not want to seem 
unfair by giving a ticket to one car and not the other. Crawford said the driver was very appreciative and agreed to 
move. Their contact lasted about two to three minutes. 

Crawford thought this activity was very strange. He said the driver did not act like a guy who normally receives 
a break on getting a parking ticket. Crawford said the driver was overly appreciative. Crawford said most people say 
they will be done working on their car momentarily and ask for a few minutes to finish. Crawford said the driver was 
overly willing to move. Crawford a nd Carranza even talked about how odd the driver was. Carranza even had NCPD 
dispatch run a records check on thefli^HBwhich initially showed the car was not stolen.

OFFICER’S SUPPLEMENTAL 


On Thursday, March 11, 2004, at about 1149 hours, I was working as uniformed police officer assigned to 
the community services bureau. On this date, at ab out this time, I monitored radio transmissions regarding 
Police Services Officers sighting a black^HHB^at had been stolen the previous night by method of 
carjacking. Officers Harward and Miller located the vehicle to the rear of 620 East 24 th Street. 

I responded from 933 'E' Avenue as I continued to monitor radio traffic. While en route,! heard Officer 
Harward in a distressed transmission state the suspect driving the stolen vehicle had attempted to run him 
down. He followed up his transmission by relaying that "shots were fired". Shortly after this transmission, 
Harward advised the vehicle sped away south on ‘F* Avenue and collided with another vehicle in at the 
intersection of East 28 th Street and 'F’ Avenue. Immediately following the collision the suspect fled 
eastbound on 28 th Street. 

At the time i arrived in the area, i took a perimeter position in the 2700 block of Highland in order to contain 
the northeastern sector. Shortly afterwards, Officer Geidel arrived and relieved me, and I responded to the 
area of the traffic collision in the area of 2700 *F' Avenue. While standing in the 600 block of East 28 th 
Street, I was informed by Detective Hart that witnesses had seen the driver of the stolen vehicle run east 
and then disappear in the yard of 631 East 28 th Street. I later spoke with these (two) witness, who told me 
he had seen the suspect go towards this residence and he had most likely not left the area. 

I gained the assistance of Officer Gonzales, Detective Hart, as wei! as Officers Dougherty and Ybarra to 
search the outer perimeter of the property located at 621 East 28 th Street. As officers cleared the backyard 
and swept around to the side (west) yard of the property, Detective Hart located the suspect, Richard Ortiz 
hiding underneath brush. Without knowing Ortiz's identity at the time,! recognized that he matched the 
description of the outstanding suspect given by the pursuing officers. It appeared that Ortiz was so 
hunkered down in his position that it was difficult for Gonzales and the other officers to handcuff him. 

After he was handcuffed, Ortiz while conscious and coherent, made his body limp, which made it difficult for 
officers to remove him from the area. With the assistance of Officer Gonzales, we held Ortiz up and carried 
him a few feet as we moved towards nearby police cars. As we walked Ortiz to the car he spontaneously 
began shouting, "I’m sorry, it’s not my fault. They kidnapped mel They made me do it!” As we escorted Ortiz 
passed Officers Harward and Miller, they each separately identified Ortiz as the driver/suspect from the 
carjacking vehicle. 

Once we reached Officer Gonzales 1 vehicle, I conducted a search of Ortiz' person. Among other 
miscellaneous items, I found a plastic makeshift smoking pipe that I recognized from my training and 
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experience to commonly be utilized in the ingestion of narcotics. I turned over custody of these items to 
Officer Gonzales who (ater transported Ortiz to NCPD. 
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OFFICERS SUPPLEMENTAL REPORT 


ORIGIN: 


On 03/11/04 at about 1150 hours, I responded to 620 East 24 tl1 Street on a report of a police involved shooting. Officer 
Ilarward and Officer Miller where attempting to apprehend a suspect driving a stolen vehicle and fired shots at the car 
when the suspect Richard Ortiz tried to run them over. 

I arrived at the scene and assisted by blocking the westbound traffic on East 24 th Street and Highland Avenue. While I 
was at my traffic post 1 was approached by^^^HB the owner of the stolen vehicle, who told, me he witnessed the 
shooting behind the apartment and was the one who found his car parked in the parking lot. I obtained the below listed 
statement from^HB re ference the shooting. 

After obtainingUBstateinent I cleared my traffic post and was ordered to drive him to NCPD and wait with him 
and several other witnesses until they could be interviewed by detectives. 


STATEMENT: 


B^Bsaid he reported his car stolen ab out an hour prior to the shooting. flHIwas riding his bike to see a friend near 
East 24 th Street and Highland Avenue. ^^Bpassed through the apartments located in the 600 block of East 24 th Street 
next to the roller skating rink on his way. ^HBsaw his ear parked in the rear parking lot of the apartments with a 
white male and female he did not know. 

BBIapproach ed the c ar and asked the male passenger where “Richard” was. ^^Bwas told that he went into one of 
the apartments. ^BBdecided to ride over to his friends house and get help so he could get his car back. As he rode 
around the front of the apartments he saw two police officers standing on the comer of East 24 11 ' Street and F Avenue. 

HBrode over to the officers and told the m his st olen car was parked behind the apartments. The two police officers 
walked toward the back of the complex and^^Bdecided to ride around the other side of the building. ^^Bgot 
behind the apartments before the police officers and he saw “Richard” seated in the driver’s seat inside his car and was 
starting the engine. 

yelled for “Richard” to leave the car and get out. “Richard” said, “No wait! I want to talk to you! Come over 
here!” BI^B stepped between two parked cars and watched “Richard” back the car out of the parking space. 

“Richard” saw the two police officers walking up when he was backing out of the stall.. 
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^^■saw “Richard” accelerate and swerved toward the shorter of the two officers who was standing to the right of the 
car. The car came within about two or three feet of the officer who backed up and fired a shot at the car. When the car 
passed the first officer, “Richard” swerved toward the second taller officer who was standing left of the car. The 
second officer had to jump out of the way to avoid being hit and also fired his gun at the car. 

^^■saw “Richard” drive off southbound on F Avenue and out of sight. ^^■believed “Richard” was intentionally 
trying to run down the two police officers as he left the parking lot. 

■■can identify “Richard” if seen again. He thinks he can identify the male passenger but he did not get a good 
enough look at the female passenger to provide much of a description. 


■■described “Richard” as being a Hispanic male adult, 26 to 27 years of age, 5’11” tall, 220 to 225 pounds, shaved 
head, clean shaven, light complexion, muscu lar to fat build, weari ng silver wire rimmed glasses, black t-shirt, black 
pants, white shoes. “Richard” used to live at^^^^■■■Bin National City. 

^(■described the right front male passenger in his car as being a white male adult, 25 to 30 years, 6*0” tall, 160 to 
165 pounds, thin build, light complexion, unshaven, blonde hair, wearing a light colored tank top.

I^Bplaced a tarp over the back of Iris 
truck and was standing to the rear and heard the impact of a collision. BBB saw a Hispanic female being 
thrown about three feet. 


■Bsaw that the blue^^^BB^ e had seen earli er collide in to a gold “Low Rider” B^B sa w a His panic 
female tr ying to pull the front passenger out of theBHBB This female was the same female^^Bhad seen 
inside the^^^^Bwhile at E. 26 th Street and F Ave. ^^Bdescribed the front right passenger as being a white 
male.

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OFFICER’S SUPPLEMENTAL 


On Thursday, March 11, 2004, at about 1150 hours, Officer Dougherty and I responded the scene of a 
collision, which involved a vehicle of a carjacking, atflBE. 28th Street. The collision was stemming 
from an officer involved shooting that occurred at 640 E. 24 th Street. Please refer to Officer 
Shanahan’s crime case report for all the details reference this incident. 

Officer Dougherty and I were on duty, dressed in plainclothes and driving and unmarked police car. 
We stopped and parked our vehicle at the southwest corner of E. 26 th Street and “F” Avenue. We 
walked over the scene of the collision at E. 28 th Street and “F” Avenue. I could hear over my police 
radio that one male (suspect) was still outstanding. The suspect was described as a Hispanic male 
adult, wearing a multicolored beanie cap and a light blue shirt. The suspect had been last seen running 
eastbound on E. 28 th Street from the scene of the collision. 



Several minutes later, I was told that the outstanding suspect, later identified as 
Richard Ortiz, had been taken into custody in the yard of 631 E. 28 th Street. 


At 1320 hours, Lieutenant Fifield assigned to take up a security post at E. 28 th Street and “F” Avenue, 
while Officer Don Geidel conducted a collision investigation. I began to keep a log for all persons 
entering and leaving the scene of the collision from “F” Avenue. The following people were already 
inside the scene: Lieutenant Fifield, Lieutenant Allen, Sergeant Harlan, Sergeant Tellez, Officer 
Geidel and Vehicle Abatement Officer Sarmiento.

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OFFICER’S SUPPLEMENTAL 


On 03-11-04, at about 1205 hours, I responded to the area of 2600 F Avenue on the report of an 
officer involved shooting. While en route, I heard radio traffic that the officer involved shooting 
stemmed from an armed carjacking, and that the vehicle was accounted for but the driver was 
outstanding. I parked my vehicle at the intersection of East 26 th Stree t and F Av enue, blocking 
southbound travel on F Avenue. I walked southbound and saw a bluelBBB^t ha d apparently 
been in volved in a collision with an other ve hicle, I saw a white male, later identified asBll^^B 
^BB. being tended to by medics. ^^Bhad a bandage around his left knee and appeared to be 
bleeding. 

1 spoke to Sergeant Harlan, who req uested I go with^^Bto the hospital. I got into AMR unit #418 
and attempt ed to spea k witli^^B Sergeant Bishop approached the side door of the ambulance, and 
told me thatBHBgirffriend would be going to the hospital with us. Sergeant Bishop handed me a 
piece of paper with the name “Maria Teresa Urzua” written on it. 1 wrote down the information. 
Sergeant Bishop told me that Urzua was also a suspect and that she had been seated in the rear 
passenger seat. Sergeant Bishop handed me her purse. Sergeant Bishop told me the purse had not 
been searched. Urzua got into the front right passenger seat of the ambulance. Since Urzua had been 
reportedly been inside a vehicle that was used in an armed carjacking, I asked her if I could search her 
belongings for weapons. Urzua said that I could. I did not see any weapons inside Urzua*s purse. 

I was in the back of the ambulance near the driver’s compartment divider. Inside the ambulance were 
Gamester #2201, Jackson #306, Dean-Bennet #9981, and Butts #1233. 

(^^Btold me his name. I asked^BB who ha d been driving the^B^BB andB^ ^Ptold me the 
subject called himself “Richard.” I askedflBB where he had gotten into the vehicle. ^^Btokl 
me he had gotten into the car on Highland Avenue near a car wash by Division Street. I telephoned 
NCPD dispatch oil the w ay to the hospital. I requested an additional officer, since I would not be able 
to monitor both|BBand Urzua at die same time. Dispatch advised they would request a San Diego 
Police Officer to respond to UCSD. 


Upon arrival at UCSD hospital,|^^B was taken to the second floor to the trauma unit. While in the 
elevator on the way to the second floor, Urzua started talking toflj^B I told Urzua that I did not 
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want her talking toBBB I went with Urzua to a security room on the first floor. Security told me 
they did not have the man power to sta y with U rzua while I was with^^^B I stayed with Urzua in 
the security roomon the first floor sinceB^B would probably be going into surgery and I did not 
want Urzua to walk away from the hospital. 

While with Urzua, she continually made spontaneous statements regarding the incident. Urzua started 
by saying, “ We had a w eird feeling today when we were drinking.” Urzua sta rted saying that the 
driver of theRichard, “looked like a nice guy.” Urzua told me was 

her boyfriend, and she was concerned thatH^^B^d been shot. She andBIBh^ been dating for 
four to four and a half years. 

Urzua told me that she had been dumpster diving on Highland Avenue near the car wash in the 200 
block. Urzua t old me t hat “Richard” offered her and^^^Ba ride to sell a CD player she had found 
in a dumpster. BIB Urzua, and “Richard” then went to a trailer park in Imperial Beach. Richard 
went inside the trailer with the CD player, and returned a few minutes later saying that he was only 
offered $30.00 for the CD player. Richard thought they could get more money for it. 

They went to an alley, where a “security guard” told them they could not pa rk their c ar there, ^|BI 
was attempting to install a stereo in the dashboard. Richard drove away and|BB c( >ntinned to 
attempt to install the stereo. 

Urzua said Richard drove to some apartments. Richard “got out of control and speeded fast. I told 
him he did not know how to drive.” Urzua told me that four to five officers approached with their 
guns out and Richard began panicking. The police started walking up the driveway and, “he didn’t 
care if the cop was there. He wanted the cops out of his way. There were cops in front of us.” 

Urzua said, “The cop s must be thinking, ‘You almost ran us over.”’ Urzua heard several gunshots and 
realized that'BBIbad been shot. Richard drove “about 50” and crashed. Urzua stayed at the scene 
of the collision to tell the officers that she had been in the vehicle. 

While with Urzua, San Diego Police Sergeant J. Reschlce #3556 arrived at about 133 0 hours. Reschke 
told me that he had responded to the trauma room and spoken to^^^^^^B^BI I asked Sergeant 
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Reschke if he could prepare a report for me. Reschke wrote his report, left the hospital, and returned 
with a hard copy of the report. 

While talking to Urzua, I noticed her speech was rapid. I conducted a record check with NCPD 
dispatch and discovered that she was on probation for being under the influence of a controlled 
substance. I took Urzua’s pulse at about 1506 hours. I found her pulse was about® beats per minute. 
I looked at Urzua’s light while under a bright flour escent light. Both of Urzua’s pupil’s were about 
BBmm (measured with pupilometer). There was aB^Breaction when introduced to the direct light 
of my flashlight. I saw that Urzua’s tongue had slight white coating, and Urzua told me she was 
thirsty. I performed the Rhomberg test on Urzua and discovered her internal clock was®| (estimated 

I asked Urzua if I could search her purse again. Urzua said I could. Urzua has also waived her fourth 
amendment rights as a condition of probation. I located butane fuel, a torch, a small piece of plastic 
consistent with the type used to package narcotics, on a container that had a white crystal residue. 

Detective Jeffrey Meeks arrived. Detective Meeks asked Urzua if she would mind coming to the 
station voluntarily. Urzua agreed to go to the station. Detective Meeks and I went to the station with 
Urzua. At no time while Urzua was with me was she handcuffed.

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On 031104, at about 1149 hours, I was on duty as the Day Shift Watch Commander talking with Sgt. Harlan, the Day 
Shift Supervisor, in the Sergeant’s Bay, At about this time I overheard radio traffic that officers located a carjacking 
vehicle and were walking up on it. A few moments later one of the officers stated in a distressed tone that they were in 
foot pursuit. At this time Sgt. Harlan and I discontinued our conversation and Sgt. Harlan left the building to go assist. 
I then heard radio traffic that police had fired shots. I immediately left the building and headed to the area of E. 28 th St. 
and F Ave. where there were now reports that the suspects had crashed and one was running from the scene. 


Upon my arrival at the intersection of E. 28 th St. and F Ave., I saw that a blue)

^^BB Officer’s Harward, Miller and Sgt. Tellez were the only officers I saw at the scene. I saw a white male adult 
later identified the ground being assisted by Sweetwater High School staff. ^^^Bhad an 

injury to his left leg that wa s bleeding. I also saw a female, later identified as Maria Urzua, kneeling next to 
saw that the biue^^^^Bhad several bullet holes in it. 


The first person I talked with was Officer Harward. Officer Harward pointed at the male later identified asBBBand 
staled, “I was one of the officers who shot.” I confirmed with Harward that he had fired shots andBI^Bwas wounded 
by one of the roun ds. Officer Harward confirmed that and stated that Frisbie was the right front passenger in the blue 
being attended to and l did not take any statements from him. Now knowing that Officer 
Harward was one of the involved shooting officers I directed him to Sgt. Tellez to give a public safety statement. I also 
told Officer Harward that we would clear him from the scene as soon as we could. 

I then talked with Officer M iller. Officer Miller told me that he too had fired shots at the vehicle. I told Officer Miller 
to keep and eye on^^Hand U rzua and that he should report to Sgt. Tellez shortly to give him a statement. I then 
talked with the driver of the gobecause he appeared to be the parent of a teenage girl 
who was injured. The man told me tha t the girl,was his stepdaughter and that she had been standing 
next to his ve hicle when the^^^^Bhit her and his vehicle. He confirmed that she was standing outside of the 

when she was struck. She app eared to have a minor injury to one of her legs. EMT’s were treating her 
and F did not talk to her. I advisedBMBBk) stand by and he would be interviewed. 

At the same time that I was involved i n the scene at E. 28 th St, and F Ave. Officers were searching for the outstanding 
suspect who was the driver of the blue^B^^B He was last seen around the houses a block away at E. 28 th St. and G 
Ave. After several minutes of searching a male was located hidin g in the yar d at 631 E. 28 th St. This male was later 
identified as Richard Ortiz and confirmed as t he driver of the blue^^^^Bthat officers had fired at and shortly 
thereafter collided with the gold(BH^H| Ortiz was arrested and transported to the police station. At about the 
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same time Ortiz was located, I directed Officer Kerr to go withfl^Band Urzua who were being transported via 
ambulance to the hospital. 

Sgt. Tellez collected public safety statements from Officers Harward and Miller while I coordinated with other officers 
and detectives who were investigating the crime scenes. After doing this I responded to the police station to take care 
of duties related to this incident.

During the investigation of an Officer Involved Shooting that occurred on March 11, 2004,1 spolce to 
National City Police Service Officer S. Carranza, I interview ed Carranza regarding her witnessing the 
suspect, Richard Ortiz in possession of the stolen®^^® before the shooting incident. 

During the interview, Carranza told me that she ran the license plate num ber to the through 
DMV records via NCPD Dispatch. NCPD Dispatch advised Carranza the^H^Bhad not been 
reported stolen. 

This supplemental report is to clear up any discrepancies in her statement regarding theSI^HlThe 
word “not” was inadvertently left out of my initial report, and overlooked at the time of the initial 
report being approved. 
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DETECTIVE FOLLOW-UP 

VICTIM STATEMENT FROM OFFICER C. MILLER 

On March 11, 2004, at about 1700 hours, Detective Grande and I interviewed National City Police Officer Christopher 
Miller (ID #413) in an interview room within the National City Police Department s Investigations Division . The 
interview was captured on audio and videotap, and was later impounded into evidence at NCPD . The following is a 
statement from Officer Miller and it is not all-inclusive . Please refer to the audio and videotape for a complete 
statement. 

Officer Christopher Miller (ID #413) has been employed by the National City Police Department since September 
2002. He completed his probationary period on March 10, 2004, and has been functioning as a solo officer for the last 
six months. 

On March 11, 2004, Officer Miller was assigned to the Patrol Division, Day Shift (0600- 1600 hours), Squad “A”, 
working as a solo officer on his assigned beat (21), and his radio calf sign was®®’ was working in full uniform, 
which consi st of National C ity Police shoulder patches on both arms, a gold po lice badg e on the front left brea st, and a 

a l/eELA^®^^®® caliber semi-automatic handg un is Offic er Mi Her’ sBHH weapon, earned on hisf® 
■■Hmagazines have a® round capacity. Anf^^^® round is loaded in the chamber of the gun (standard 
operating procedure). Oil this day, Officer Miller was driving NCPD patrol car #370, a Hilly marked black and white 
vehicle with overhead red and blue emergency lights, 

On or about 1120 horns, Officer Miller heard a police radio broadcast bulletin (B.O.L.) regarding a carjacked vehicle 
that had been seen in the west alley of the 1900 block of Wilson Avenue, National City, within the last twenty minutes. 
Three subjects occupied the stolen vehicle. Police Service Officer S. Carranza had relayed this information to NCPD 
Dispatch. NCPD Dispatch advised the field units of the carjacked vehicle’s description, license plate number, and of 

the weapon used during the taki ng of the vehicle being a knife. Officer Miller said he remembered the vehicle_ 

description as being a dark bluel^HI^H®®® with the last three digits of the plate being similar tofl® A 
description of the suspects (possibly 3 suspects involved) was also broadcasted by dispatch. 

Officer Miller went to the west alley of 1900 Wilson Avenue to investigate. Upon his arrival, he was unable to locate 
the carjacked vehicle. During this time, PSO Carranza advised over the police radio that one of the occupants of the 
caijacked vehicle mentioned their car radio was not working and they planned to move to the 24 th Street Trolley 
station. Officer Miller then proceeded to check t he surroun ding area around the 2200 block of Wilson Avenue, where 
he came upon a possible suspect vehicle, a black®|^^Bparked in the alley, but it was not the vehicle in question. 
Officer Miller concluded his search by checking the 24 th Street Trolley Station, located at 506 W. 22 nd Street, National 
City. 
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After being unsuccessful in locating the carjacked vehicle, Officer Miller drove out of the area and was en route to the 
northeast end of the town to complete some paperwork. 

Officer Miller was driving eastbound along E. 24 lil Street, passing D Avenue when NCPD Officer Harward called him 
on the police radio to meet him in the 500 block of E. 24 th Street. Officer Miller parked his patrol car along the west 
curb of the 2400 block of F Avenue, facing south. Officer Harward had his patrol car parked in the 500 block of E. 24 th 
Street and he was out of his car. 

Officer Harward told Officer Miller that he had seen the carjacked vehicle {based on the vehicle description and license 
plate number) parked in the south parking lot of 620 E. 24 th Sheet and it appeared to be unoccupied. They planned to 
further investigate by approaching the vehicle on foot. Officer Harward advised dispatch about their observations. At 
that time, Patrol Sergeant Harlan asked over the radio if the car was occupied and Officer Harward responded that he 
was uncertain. 

Officers Harward and Miller proceeded to walk toward the south parking lot of 620 E. 24 th Street-moving in a 
southeasterly direction from the southwest corner of E. 24 th Street and F Avenue to the parking lot. S omewhere near 
the middle of the street on F Avenue, a white male adult on a bicycle, later identified as (7/m victim of the 

carjacking ), approached the officers and mumbled something unintelligibly about the carjacked vehicle. Officer Miller 
believed he heard JHBtell them that his stolen car {the carjacked vehicle ) was parked “over there,” pointing to the 
east toward Ihesouth parking area of 620 E. 24 th Street. Officers Harward and Miller continued on foot toward the 
parking lot. flBrode away on his bicycle, possibly toward the parking lot. 

As the officers rounded thesouthwesUorner building of the 620 E. 24 lh Street, Officer Miller saw the carjacked 
vehicle—the dark backing out of a parking stall at a high rate of speed with its tires screeching. 

Moments before the caijacked vehicle had started to back up, the officers had moved to the middle of the parking lot, 
but were slightly north of the cement swale {located in the middle of the parking lot that has a downward grade to the 
west). Based on the vehicle’s appearance, it matched the caijacked vehicle description. Officer Miller did not see the 
occupant(s) get into the caijacked vehicle before it backed up. The caijacked vehicle had been parked about 8-10 
parking stalls east of the officers’ location with the front of the vehicle facing north toward the building. Officer Miller 
remembered seeing the caijacked vehicle parked east of a black colored Honda. Officer Miller described the parking 
lot as being wide enough for two vehicles to egress and ingress at the same time. As the carjacked vehicle accelerated 
out of the stall, its rear-end went south and then east in a “T” turn. There was no other traffic in the parking lot at this 
time. Officer Miller was standing approximately 3-5 feet behind Officer Harward and to his left (north)—almost side- 
by-side. Once the carjacked vehicle cleared the stall, the front of the vehicle faced west, head-on directly at the officers. 
At this time, Officer Harward had his firearm unholstered and at the low ready, and Officer Miller had his gun out at 
the ready. 
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Officer Miller estimated the caijacked vehicle was approximately 100-feet east of them. To the best of Officer Miller’s 
recollection, he believed all of the windows of the vehicle were in the up position and darkly tinted (front and rear). 
This made it difficult for him to see the occupants inside; however he did see the driver, who matched the description 
of the suspect from the B.O.L. Officer Harward had his hand up and gave verbal orders to the driver to stop. Officer 
Miller also yelled orders to the driver to stop the car while motioning with his hand to stop. This had no effect and the 
driver of the carjacked vehicle did not comply. The carjacked vehicle lined itself up with the officers, and with 
“maximum acceleration that the vehicle was capable of’ the caijacked vehicle took off directly at the officers, traveling 
west on the south side of the parking lot. Officer Miller heard the tires of the carjacked vehicle spinning and screeching 
with possible smoke coming up from the burning rubber. The vehicle accelerated “as fast as it could go”, racing at 
them at a high rate of speed. Officer Miller had no doubt the suspect driver had the accelerator pedal “floored.” The 
engine loudly revved with a whine. The carjacked vehicle closed its distance with it and the officers within seconds, 
traveling west oil the south side of the parking lot. Suddenly it made a “sharp jerk” to the right (north) directly at the 
officers as it continued to accelerate. Officers Harward and Miller were retreating to the north as the carjacked vehicle 
continued toward them. 

As the caijacked vehicle rapidly closed-in, Officer Miller had no doubt that he and Officer Harward were going to be 
struck by the car. 

“., .1 believe he [the driver of vehicle] had absolutely no intentions of stopping what so ever,” Officer Miller 
explained. 

Based on the movements of the carjacked vehicle, Officer Miller said, “I thought he was going to make us into hood 
ornaments.” Officer Miller continued to retreat to the north to get out of the path of the carjacked vehicle, but was 
unable to because of the caijacked vehicle’s high rate of speed and it continuing directly toward them. The car did not 
make any corrections to avoid the officers. The vehicle was approximately 20 - 30 feet away when Officer Miller 
believed he and Officer Harward were going to be struck by the caijacked vehicle. Officer Miller said he was “very 
scared” and “feared for his life” and Officer Harward’s life, more so, because he was “a step closer” (to the south) to 
the vehicle as it was gunning for them. At that moment Officer Miller was going to fire at the carjacked vehicle in 
immediate defense of his life and the life of Officer Harward because it was going to strike them. However, Officer 
Harward had moved into Officer Miller’s field of fire and he could not shoot. Right then, Officer Miller saw Officer 
Harward fire at the vehicle as he “jumped” back (north) as far as he could. The carjacked vehicle continued at the 
officers wi thout any reduction of speed. Officer Miller believed the car had s truck Officer Harward because of bis 
flailing body movements. Based on the direction of the caijacked vehicle, Officer Miller believed the driver purposely 
intended to strike Officer Harward to seriously injure or kill him. Because the vehicle continued to pose an immediate 
threat of deadly force upon Officers Miller and Harward, Officer Miller fired toward the driver side of the carjacked 
vehicle {firing in a southeasterly direction ) to stop it in an effort to prevent any further injury to Officer Harward and 
to protect himself. Officer Miller believed the carjacked vehicle was approximately 10-15 feet away from him when 
he fired his first shot. After the first shot, the vehicle did not di vert from its course of travel and continued its 
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acceleration directly at the officers. Continuing to defend his life and Officer Harward’s. Officer Miller fired 
(horizontal tracking) several more times in succession at the vehicle believing his life was still in danger, while also 
believing that Officer Harward had been struck by the caijacked vehicle, as it passed him at a very high rate of speed. 
Officer Miller had been standing north of the carjacked vehicle during the shooting and had been able to move out of 
its way. The caijacked vehicle went west out of the parking lot. 

As carjacked vehicle raced out of the parking lot and turned left (south) onto F Avenue, the driver appeared to be barely 
in control of the car at this time. The tires of car were skidding and losing traction. Officer Miller believed he fired one 
more time at the driver’s side of the vehicle in an effort to immediately stop it as it begun to accelerate away south on F 
Avenue, but he was not certain. Officer Miller estimated he fired a total of approximately six rounds. He could not 
remember the number of rounds fired by Officer Harward. Officer Miller advised dispatch about the shooting and 
attempted to give a direction of travel of the carjacked vehicle as he ran back to his patrol car. Officer Harward also 
ran back to his patrol car and went in pursuit after the carjacked vehicle. Officer Miller advised over the police radio 
that he believed the carjacked vehicle would be entering Highland Avenue from E. 28 th Street, based on the roadway 
configuration. He was anticipating a vehicle pursuit because the carjacked vehicle’s high rate of speed and the delay of 
getting to his patrol car. 

Moments later Officer Harward advised over the police radio that the caijacked vehicle had crashed at the intersection 
of E. 28 th Street and F Avenue, at a driveway of Sweetwater High School. Officer Miller responded and assisted by 
securing the scene (Officer Miller did not witness the traffic collision). Upon his arrival, he heard the caijacked 
vehicle’s engine revving, saw that the car was still in gear, and the right rear tire was spinning. An unknown pedestrian 
shut off the motor. Officer Miller could see smoke coming from the car and smelled the burnt rubber on the asphalt. 

The driver of the carjacked vehicle, later identified as Richard Ortiz (Suspect), had fled from the car to avoid h is 
arrest. No one was inside of the caijacked vehicle. A white male adult, later identified as (fron t 

right passenger), and a female, later identified as Marie Urzua (rear passenger), were sitting on the ground. ^^^B 
had a gunshot wound to his right leg. Onlookers told Officer Miller that the female (Urzua) had been inside the 
carjacked vehicle. They also told the officers that the driver (Ortiz) had ran east along E. 28 th Street from the car 
toward Highland Avenue. 

Officer Miller contacte d Urzua and she identified herself as bein g the rig ht rear passenger of the carjacked vehicle. She 
also identified^^^Bas being her boyfriend and confirmed that^^^B was seated in the right front passenger seat of 
the carjacked vehicle. During Officer Miller’s initial contact with Urzua, they had the following conversation: 

Urzua asked, “Why did you shoot at us?” 

Officer Miller replied, “He tried to run us over.” 
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She asked if the “driver” (Ortiz) was a “bad guy.” 

Miller responded, “You were in the car with him. Who is he?” 

Urzua replied, “I don’t know.” 

Officer Miller asked, “What’s his name? Where does he live?” 

Urzua answered, “I don’t know. We just met him and he offered us a ride. Why did he (Ortiz) try to run the 
officers over? Is he wanted? Does he have warrants? Yeah, I saw him try to run you over. I saw him try to 
drive the vehicle at you.” 

Urzua tried to rationalize by saying, “I think he might have warrants. He must be wanted.” 

Urzua described the “driver” (Ortiz) to Officer Miller as being a Hispanic male adult, about 22 years of age, wearing a 
baby blue shirt and a beanie cap. 

It was Officer Miller’s opinion, based on Urzua demeanor that she acted “dumfounded” and/or acted like she had no 
clue what was going on. 

Officer Miller did not have any contact withfll^Biior did he take any witness statements at the scene. 

NCPD Community Service Sgt. Tellez arrived at the scene and had Officer Miller stand by for the investigators. 
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Detective Supplemental 

On March 11, 2004 at about 1150 hrs, an Officer Involved Shooting occurred in the south parking lot 
of 620 E. 24 th St. in National City. The suspect, Richard Ortiz attempted to run over two NCPD 
Officers while driving a stolen car. During the investigation, I spoke to Sheilah Carranza, a Police 
Service Officer for the National City Police Department, who was a witness to Ortiz driving the stolen 
vehicle prior to the incident. 

Carranza was interviewed at NCPD at the Investigations Division. Her statement was audio and 
videotaped, which was later impounded into NCPD evidence. The following is a synopsis of 
Carranza’s statement: 
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STATEMENT 

Carranza (w) has worked as a National City Police Service Officer for the past three years. 

Carranza's duties consist of handling traffic complaints and vehicle abatements within the city. 

On March 11, 2004 at about 1100 hrs, Carranza was working with Parking Enforcement Officer R, 
Crawford. They were dressed in uniform and driving a marked National City Vehicle Abatement pick¬ 
up truck. 

Carranza and Crawford drove to the area of1800 Wilson Ave. regarding numerous complaints of 
individuals parking in the west alley of1800-1900 block of Wilson Ave. When they arrived, they saw 
two vehicles parked in the west alley of1900 Wilson Avenue, a black vehicle and a dark blue 1980's 
4-door sedan. Carranza could not remember the whole license plate, but remembered 
the last three numbers as flHB 

Carranza saw a Hispanic male adult, wearing a black colored cloth beanie with a white design o n the 
front, light blue shirt, and baggie dark pants exit the left front driver door of The 

Hispanic male appeared extremely nervous as he walked towards her, wringing his hands together 
and looking around.

Because of the Hispanic males suspicious behavior, 
Carranza ran license plate through NC PD Dispatch for a DMV record check . 

NCPD Dispatch advised Carranza that thef/^^^^^had current registration and was reported 
stolen. 

Carranza backed out of the west alley and saw the Hispanic male was backing in front of her. 
Carranza saw that the Hispanic male was backing up erratic ally and lost con trol several times almost 
striking objects in the alley. As the Hispanic male backed the^f^^^^^north bound out of the 
alley , she could see that there was a White male adult sitting in the right front passenger seat. 
Carranza described the White male adult as being in his 20’s, with long hair and a mustache and 
goatee. 

Approximately fifteen to twenty m inutes later, NCPD Dispatch inquiredfCarramawas the officer 
who had ran the^Dispatch advised Carranza that a recently

On 03-11-04, at about 2035 hours, Detective Nagle and I met with Maria Urzua in an interview room within the 
Investigations Division at the National City Police Department. Urzua was the rear passenger in the suspect vehicle 
that Officers Harward and Miller shot at. Prior to interviewing Urzua, I gave her a “Beheler” admonishment. I told 
Urzua she was not under arrest and was free to leave at any time. Urzua said she understood and agreed to stay and 
speak with us. 

Prior to the interview with Urzua, the suspect, Richard Ortiz, was walked through the Investigations Division lobby 
area. Ortiz was wearing a white paper suit because his clothes were taken from him as evidence. Urzua was seated in 
the lobby area of the Investigations Division as Ortiz walked by. Later, during her interview, Ur zua referre d to the 
male who walked past her wearing “white” (Ortiz) as the male who was driving the blue, four-do or S^HBthat the 
officers shot at Ba sed on her observations and recognizing Ortiz, she positively identified Ortiz as the suspect who 
was driving the blue^^H^Bthat drove in the direction pf Officers Harward and Miller. Refer to Urzua’s synopsized 
statement for further details.

look for them. Ortiz got into the driver seat of the vehicle,■Usat in the front passenger seat and Urzua sat 
in the rear seat. A different white male on a bicycle approached them and said something to Ortiz. The white 
male on the bicycle looked like a “hillbilly.” Ortiz told the male they would be right back. The male on the 
bicycle did not try to stop them from leaving, 

Ortiz backed out of their parking spot and started to drive toward the exit of the parking lot At that same 
moment, “a bunch” of uniformed police officers, “like a posse,” with their guns drawn walked into the parking 
lot on foot. Urzua believes she saw about five police officers. The police officers were wearing dark blue 
uniforms with badges and had their guns hi their hands. Urzua was confused because she did not know why the 
police officers were there.

Ortiz “panicked” and drove the vehicle toward the police officers. Ortiz accelerated and drove “fast enough to 
intimidate the cops.”

As Ortiz drove toward the police officers, he lost control of the steering wheel and drifted in the direction or me 
police officers. The vehicle traveled in the direction of one of the police officers. Urzua believed the vehicle 
was going to hit one of the police officers. As Ortiz 5 vehicle approached the officer most at risk of being hit, 
the officer tried to move out of the way. The police officers first fired their guns when Ortiz 5 vehicle came 
within a short distance of them and it appeared the vehicle was going to hit one of the police officers. Urzua 
believes the police officers thought Ortiz was trying to run them over. If Urzua were in the police officers’ 
place, she would have thought that Ortiz was trying to run them over too. 

As Ortiz drove toward the police officers, the officers started shooting at them. As Ortiz drove past the police 
officers, bullets were flying “everywhere.” Urzua ducked down because she was scared of being shot. Urzua 
told Ortiz to stop and asked him why he was speeding at the police officers. Urzua was confused and did not 
know why the police were shooting at them.

Urzua did not hear the police officers shout any commands at Ortiz as he was driving toward the officers. 
Urzua last used melhamphetamine on 03-11-04, before they drove to Imperial Beach to sell Urzua’s 
“Playstation” video game. 

I instructed Urzua to go home, refrain from using any illegal drugs and then return to the National City Police 
Department on 03-12-04, at about 0930 hours to be re-interviewed. 

We completed our interview with Urzua at about 2148 hours.

STATEMENT OF MARIA URZUA (Witness) 

(Second Statement on 0342-04) 

Detective Nagle and I previously interviewed Urzua a day earlier on 03-11-04. At that time, the content 
and flow of Urzua’s statement was disorganized and difficult to understand. Urzna appeared to be under 
the influence of a controlled substance on 03-11-04, however I did not feel she was so intoxicated that 
she was a danger to herself or others. At the end of our first interview with Urzna, I asked her to go 
home, refrain from the use of drugs or alcohol, and then come back to NCPD on 03-12-04 to be re- 
interviewed regarding any descrepancies in her statement. Urzua agreed to do as I requested and said 
she would come back the following day. 

I later spoke to Detective Grande, who asked me to speak with Urzua about the location of the police 
officers in relation to the driv eway exit of the apartment complex at 620 East 24 th Street. Specifically, 
whether Ortiz drove the blue^^^HBin the direction of the police officers on 03-11-04. Detective 
Grande also asked that I speak to Urzua about comments she made to the first responding police 
officer(s) at the scene of the traffic collision at 600 East 28th Street. 

On 03-12-04, at about 1050 hours, Detective Nagle and I met with Maria Urzua at NCPD. We spoke to 
Urzua in an interview room within the Investigations Division, Prior to interviewing Urzua, I gave her a 
“Beheler” admonishment. I told Urzua she was not under arrest and was free to leave at any time. 
Urzua said she understood and agreed to stay and speak with us. 

The interview with Urzua was captured on audio and video tape. The following is a synopsis if our 
interview with Urzua and is not all-inclusive. For further details, refer to the audio and/or video tapes of 
the interview. 

2 nd Statement of Maria Urzua (Witnes s): On 03-11-04, Urzua was seated in the rear seat of the 
b 1 was seated in the front passenger side seat and Ortiz drove the vehicle. 

As Ortiz started to drive forward, westbound in the parking lot of the apartment complex, Ortiz 
drove in the direction of the driveway. Half of the driveway was clear for Ortiz to exit without 
hurting anybody. Police officers blocked the other half of the driveway, 

Urzua believes Ortiz was trying to exit the parking lot as he drove westbound toward the exit 
driveway. However, Ortiz “freaked o ur when h e saw the police officers. Ortiz “panicked* 5 and 
got “scared. 55 As Ortiz drove the bluefl^l^Btoward the exit, he initially drove toward the 
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“clear way” out of the parking lot. As he drove, he accelerated and “lost control” of the vehicle. 
Urzua believes Ortiz “didn’t care about us or them (the police officers) ” 

began to head in the direction the police officers. Ortiz regained control of tire 
tried to drive away from the police officers at the last moment. Ortiz almost 
struck one of the police officers as he drove out toward die exit of the parking lot. Urzua asked 
Ortiz, “What are you doing? You don’t speed!” As Ortiz accelerated and drove toward the 
police officers, Ortiz screamed, “Get out of the way!” or possibly “Get the flick out of the way!”

After Ortiz drove past the police officers and exited the parking lot, he drove left (south^oward 
a school. Urzua told Ortiz to stop the car. Urzua asked Ortiz, “What are your doing?” ■■ 
did not try to tell Ortiz to stop. 

Ortiz crashed the bluefl^^Bnear the high school. Urzua exited the vehicle and then helped 
^j^Bget out of the vehicle. Police officers arrived at the scene within three minutes or less. 
Urzua immediately told one of the police officers on scene that she was a passenger in the blue 
Urzua stood by with a police officer, Urzua spoke to “a few” police officers while 
she was at the collision scene. 

Urzua does not remember saying anything to a police officer about why Ortiz tried to “run over” 
the police officers. Urzua does not believe she made such a comment. Urzua remembers telling 
one of police officers that she did not know why Ortiz was running from the police. 

Detective Nagle and I took a break from the interview at about 1115 hours. We returned to the 
interview room at about 1120 hours. We continued the interview with Urzua. 

Urzua remembers she asked one of the police officers at the collision scene, “Why did you shoot 
at us?” Urzua believes the police officer said that he did not want to tell her and that he did not 
want to give her any information. 

I asked Urzua if she remembered hearing the police o fficer say, “Because he tried to run us over.” 
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Urzua does not remember the police officer’s response. 

I asked Urzua if she remembered telling the police officer, “Yeah, I don ’t know why he was trying to 
run you over, maybe he has a warrant or something.” 

Urzua does not remember making that statement, but it is possible that she said something 
similar that statement to the police officer. 

We completed our interview with Urzua at about 1122 hours.

On 03-11-04, at about 1200 hours, I was called out to assist in the investigation of an officer involved shooting that 
occurred at about 1150 hours in the south parking lot of the apartment complex at 620 East 24 th Street. I arrived at the 
National City Police Department at about 1445 hours. I spoke to Detective Cordero who told me the following: 

At about 1150 hours, patrol Officer Harward located an carjacking vehicle ill the south parking lot of the 
apartments at 620 East 24 ril Street. Officers Harward and Miller walked into the parking lot to investigate the 
vehicle. As they did so, the vehicle reversed out of a parking space and drove at Officers Harward and Miller. 
The vehicle failed to change its direction and continued to drive toward the officers. Officers Harward and 
Miller shot several rounds at the approaching vehicle, striking it several times.

DETECTIVE FOLLOW-UP: 

On Thursday, 03/11/2004, at 1200 hours, I responded to the area E,24 lh Street and F Avenue reference a radio 
call of shots fired and outstanding carjacking suspects. Upon arri val, I met with Detective M. Remitters in the 
600 block of E. 24 th Street. Remmers explained that one of the suspects was outstanding in the area. I stayed at 
that location to maintain the northern perimeter of the area where one of the suspects had last been seen. 

Shortly afterward, this suspect was located and taken into custody. I then responded to the 2400 block of F 
Avenue to brief with the other detectives. 

Detective D. Grande was the case agent for this investigation. Detective Grande requested that I conduct the 
scene investigation in the 2400 block of F Avenue and the parking lot of the Royal Apartments, located at the 
southeast comer of E, 24 th Street and F Avenue. 


The crime scene was cordoned off with yellow crime scene tape and guarded by patrol officers and police 
service officers. 

While waiting for the briefing,the Royal Apartments), came out to the 
west side of the apartments and told me that she had witnessed the suspects trying to run over the officers. 
■li^Histated that she was driving thr ough t he apartments south parking lot, when she saw the suspect 
vehicle drive straight toward the officers. SBsaw the officers fire their weapons at the sus pect vehicle. S 
saw the suspect vehicle clip one of the officers as it drove by the officers. I obtamed^BBpersonal 
information and advised her that one of the detectives would be contacting her shortly to obtain a detailed 
statement. 


At around 1300 hours, Investigations Sergeant R. Triviz gave the detectives at the scene a briefing on the 
information obtained so far. Sergeant Triviz explained that Officer Shanahan took a carjacking report, earlier 
today. Tire carjacking occurred the night before at around 2330 hours. Prior to the report being entered into the 
stolen vehicle system, Police Service Officer Caranza located the vehicle in the alley at 1800 Wilson.

Two of the occupants in the stolen vehicle were taken into custody at the collision scene. The driver of the 
stolen, vehicle ran and was later found hiding near a residence at 631 E. 28 th Street. 

Detective Grande assigned Property & Evidence Specialist (PES) April Flores to assist me conduct the crime 
scene investigation in the apartment parking lot at 620 E. 24 th Street. Detective J. Meeks and Crime Scene 
Specialist (CSS) A. Chavez were assigned to conduct the scene investigation at 631 E. 28 th Street and process 
the suspects for evidence. Officer Geidel from the Traffic Unit was assigned to conduct the hit and run 
investigation. 

Crime Scene Investigation: 

The Royal Apartments are a multi-building apartment complex located at the southeast corner of the 
intersection of E. 24 th Street and F Avenue. The main parking lot for apartments runs along the east and south 
sides of the complex. The parking lot has only two exits, one on E. 24* 1 Street and one on F Avenue. The 
parking lot has a single row of parking stalls on either side of the driveway. 

At around 1332, detectives conducted walk-through and search of the crime scene. Detectives conducted a strip 
search (by forming a scrimmage line, and walking several feet apart) of the parking lot for evidence. Refer to 
the log maintained by Officer A, Hernandez for the names of those who entered the crime scene. The detectives 
continued the search by checking Olivewood Elementary School, which is located directly south of the 
apartment complex. Detectives then searched the street and sidewalks of F Avenue from the 2400 block to the 
E. 26 th Street. 

Located in the in apartment parking lot were (9) expended casings. I saw tire acceleration marks down the 
center of the driveway. The tire marks continuing out of the exit and onto F Avenue, where there were 
centrifugal tire scuff marks (which were caused by a vehicle turning south onto F Avenue, at a speed great 
enough for the vehicle to lose traction). Located at Olivewood Elementary school was a possible projectile 
strike on the wood trim near the roof of the building located east of the parking lot. Refer to attached diagram 
for location of evidence. 

I photographed the scene using a Sony Mavica digital camera. This camera records the digital images onto a 
recordable compact disc (CDR). I later impounded this CDR into evidence. PES Flores also photographed the 
scene using a 35mm camera. Flores and I then documented and measured the scene. I used a Station Line to 
obtain the scene measurements. The Station Line was run in a northerly direction, along the east side of the east 
sidewalk on F Avenue. The zero point on the Station Line was positioned inline with the northwest comer of 
the parking lot at Olivewood Elementary School. The zero point measured 310’ 6” north of the elongation of 
the north curbline of E. 26 th Street, and 12’ T east of the east curbline of F Avenue.

Follow-up continued: 

On 03/11/2004 at around 1840 hours, I assisted PES Flores collected evidence from Officer C, Miller. We used 
the CSS office at NCPD as our work area. Per Detective Grande’s request, PES Flores conducted a gunshot 
residue (GSR) test on Officer Miller’s hands. I then collected Officer Miller’s uniform shirt, uniform pants, 
dress belt, utility belt, and bools. These items were turned over to PES Flores to be processed for evidence. 

At around 1950 hours, I assisted PES Fiores collect evidence from Officer D. Harvard. Flores also conducted a 
GSR test on Harvard’s hands. Officer Harward’s uniform shirt, pants, belts, and boots were also collected and 
turned over to PES Flores for evidence processing. 

Vehicle Inspection: 

On Friday, 03/12/2004 at around 1005 hours, I went to the underground parking garage to inspect the suspect 
vehicle. The vehicle w as secured inside the vehicle evidence cage of the Property and Evid ence Unit. T he 
vehicle was a blue 19S6^HHIi^R four-door sedan, bearing California license plates:flHHB 
Detective Meeks photographed the vehicle with a digital camera. PES Flores photographed the vehicle with a 
35 mm camera. 

I conducted a walk around of the vehicle and observed that the right rear tail light was on, the gear shift was in 
the ‘Drive’ position, the emergency brake was off, the key was in the ignition, and the airbag in the steering 
wheel was deployed. There front of the vehicle had damage, as a result of the collision at E. 28 th and F Avenue. 
The majority of the damage was to the right Front bumper and fender. This caused the hood to buckle and fold 
upward, 

The windshield had impact damage on the upper left comer (driver’s side). The impact damage was outward 
and appears to be caused by the driver’s head impacting the windshield. The rear window on the vehicle was 
tinted and intact. The driver’s side window was in a down position and tinted. The left rear side window was 
down and tinted. The left rear quarter window was intact and tinted. The right front side window was down 
and was tinted. The right rear side window was % up, tinted, and had a projectile hole through it. The right rear 
quarter window was intact and tinted.

I observed six projectile holes in the vehicle. There were two holes (evidence markers 1 and 2) in the hood 
(above the engine compartment). The bullets from these holes appeared to continue into the engine 
compartment. 

There was a projectile hole (evidence item 3) through the front windshield, which continued through the 
dashboard, and struck to the back of the steering wheel. I saw a light gray mark on the back of the steering 
wheel, which appeared to be caused by a bullet strike. This mark lined up with the exit hole from the 
dashboard, when the steering wheel was turned to the right (approximately one quarter of a turn). Upon 
examining the hole in the dashboard, a piece of copper jacketing from a bullet was found lodged in the exit 
hole. I removed the copper jacketing with forceps and gave it to PES Flores, who impounded it into evidence. 

There was a projectile hole (evidence item # 4) in the right rear passenger window. There was another hole that 
entered the right side of the headrest of the front passenger seat and exited the front of the headrest, it appears 
that these holes were made by the same projectile. The front passenger seat had been pushed forward during the 
collision. The tracks for the seat were bent, which prevented the seat being pushed back to check the alignment 
of the projectile holes. It appears that if the seat were reclined back in a normal seating position, the hole in the 
headrest would be in the same position as the hole in the right rear passenger window. 

There was a projectile hole in the right rear passenger door (evidence marker # 5). The entry hole was near the 
rear edge of the door. This projectile appeared to enter the vehicle in a slight left to right angle, and then 
deflected to an extreme right angle, upon striking doorframe. This projectile continued until striking the trailing 
edge of the right rear door. It appears that the projectile lodged between the door and the frame. The projectile 
was not present and may have fallen out at some point, when the door was opened earlier (possibly when the 
passenger exited the vehicle after the collision). 

There was a projectile hole (evidence marker #6) in the roof, above the left rear passenger window. The hole 
penetrated the hollow frame of the roof and there was no exit hole found. 

Detective Meeks searched the interior of this vehicle and found the following items; 

• A black hooded sweatshirt with “San Diego Classick” in light gray lettering on the front, and 
“San Diego Classick” on the hood. The sweatshirt was located on the driver’s seat. 

• Red fluid stain, (that appeared to be blood) on the interior of the front passenger door, near the 
door latch. PES Flores took swabs from this stain. 

• A tan colored rug was found on the back seat. 

• On top of the rug was a blue nylon bag (with the “Miles” in white lettering on the front). Inside 
the bag was an olive drab vest. 

• A Teac CD player (model PD485, serial # 111492) was found on the back seat, on the left side, 
upside down. 
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® A pink plastic “Betty Boop” coin purse was found on the back seat, in front of the CD player, 

• A green nylon shower bag was found on the right rear floorboard. Inside the bag were numerous 
small baggies (approximately 14 x 14 inches), which are commonly used to package and 
distribute controlled substances, such as methamphetamines. (2) of the baggies had white po wder 
residue inside them. 

• Also located next to this clear plastic plate, which was broken in half. 

• A vehicle jack (scissor type) was found underneath the driver’s seat. 

• A black plastic cell phone holder was found on the right rear floorboard. 

• A screwdriver (phillips head) was found on the right rear floorboard. 

• A box cutter was found in the center consol. 

• In the trunk were the miscellaneous items: a hitch, a windshield sunshade, a bag of charcoal, (2) 
empty plastic one gallon bottles, (2) hangers, a children’s book (Ralph’s Secret Weapon), and a 
spare tire. 

After searching the interior of the vehicle, PES Flores dusted the vehicle for latent fingerprints. 

At around 1025 hours, I also examined the patrol vehicles driven by Officers Harward and Miller. Both 
vehicles had been parked in the un derground parking facility at NCPD, .Miller’s vehicle was unit 370, with 
California license plates: ^^BB Harward’s vehicle was unit 437, with California exempt license plates: 
^^^B Both patrol cars were Ford Crown Victoria Police Interceptors. I fou nd nothing inside either vehicle 
out of the ordin ary. The only additional weapons found in the vehicles were theBHHH^Bshotguns and 
assigned to each vehicle. Both vehicles had equipment inside, that belonging to each of 
the officers. At around 1030 hours, PES Flores conducted gunshot residue test on the interior and exterior of 
the driver’s doors of both patrol cars, At around 1045 hours, we continued to process the suspect vehicle. 

Crime Scene Follow-up: 

At around 1210 hours, Detective Remitters requested that 1 respond to 620 E, 24 l Street. Detective Returners 
and Grande were conducting a walk through of the scene. Upon arrival. Detective Rounds brought witnes s, 
^BBI out to the scene to have her show us where she was at, when she witnessed the incident. fl^Balso 
pointed out the locations of where she believed Officers Harward and Miller were at, when the suspects 
attempted to run them down. PES Flores took photographs from position. 1 stood in the position BIB 

believed Officer Harward was standing and Detective Remitters stood where Officer Miller was standing. ^B 
also pointed out locations in the parking lot where she believed the suspect vehicle was parked, where it was at 
when the officers drew their handguns, and where it was at when the officers first fired their weap ons. 

Detective Grande marked the locations on the parking lot, with a piece of yellow chalk, (followingfl^B 
directions). PES Flores then measured these locations in the parking lot, using a ‘Rol-a-tape’. The southwest 
corner of the apartment building (620 E. 24 th Street) located on the north side of the parking lot was used as a 
reference point to measure from. Refer to the attached diagram for additional details.

PES Flores also measured the following distances (according to witness 

• Officer Harward’s position to the suspect vehicle, when he pointed his handgun at the suspect and 
ordered him to stop. This measured 43 feet, 5 inches. 

® Officer Miller’s position to the suspect vehicle, when he pointed his handgun at the suspect and ordered 
him to stop. This measured 48 feet, 3 inches. 

• Officer Harward’s position to the suspect vehicle, when the first shot was fired. This measured 18 feet, 
2 inches. 

• Officer Miller’s position to the suspect vehicle, when the first shot was fired. This measured 22 feet, 9 
inches. 

We also placed traffic cones on the tire mark in the parking lot, so that PES Flores could photograph the path of 
the tire marks. 
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Flores and I also measured the centrifugal scuff marks in the roadway. I obtained a cord length of 65 feet and a 
middle ordinate of 13 feet, 6 inches. 

I estimated the minimum speed of the suspect vehicle at the point it left the centrifugal scuff marks on the 
roadway, using the principles of uniform circular motion. Based upon the calculations listed below, I 
determined the minimum speed to be 21 mph.

Follow-up Vehicle Inspection: 

On Monday, 03/29/2004,1 removed the hood from thefl^^^Bby having National City Public Works 
Mechanic Patrick McDaniels cut the brackets holding the hood. Once the hood was removed, I saw a projectile 
hole the entered the firewall. I also saw what appeared to be melted lead on the exhaust manifold of the engine 
(possibly from the other projectile that went through the hood). 

On Tuesday, 03/30/2004, at around 0800 hours, Criminalist Lan ce Martini, from the San Diego Sheriffs Crime 
Laboratory, came to NCPD to conduct trajectory analysis on thefl||^^B Sheriffs Evidence Tech Marie 
Durina assisted by taking photographs. 

On Friday, 04/02/2004, at around 0900 hours, National City Fire Department, Truck 34 (Captain Kevin 
Kiliaclcy, Engineer Ben Garcia, Firefighter Ernesto Diaz, and Firefight er Paul Kan e) came to NCPD at my 
request, to assist in retrieving projectiles that may be lodged inside The roof was cut along the 

drivers side roof line (near evidence marker #6). After roof was cut, I saw no projectiles inside the hollow area 
running along the edge of the roof. I concluded that the projectile must have bounced out, upon striking the 
roof. 

The projectile hole in the firewall was examined. Located behind the firewall at this location was cover to the 
heater coil. The cover was cut open and inside was a large caliber copper jacketed bullet. PES Flores 
photographed the bullet in place. I then retrieved it and gave it to Flores to impound.

On March 11, 2004, al about 1200 hours, NCPD Detectives responded to 620 E. 24 th Street to investigate a report of an 
Officer Involved Shooting. Upon my arrival, 1 was informed that Officers D. Harward and C. Miller were involved in 
an Officer Involved Shooting in the south parking lot of 620 E. 24 th Street, National City, after the suspect, Richard 
Ortiz tried running them over in a stolen vehicle. I was also informed that Ortiz had crashed in the area of E, 28 th 
Street and F Ave., prior to fleeing on foot. Ortiz was subsequently arrested in the yard of 631 E. 28 lh Street. 

Detective Grande, the lead detective requested I transport witnesses to the National City Police Department to be 
interviewed by detectives. 

At about 1447 hours, Detective Rounds and I mterviewed^^^^^^^B(witness) at the National City Police 
Department Investigations Interview Room B. The interview w.ithflBwas captured on audio and videotape, which 
was later impounded at the National City Police Department. 

On March 24,2004, Detective Grande handed me a photo line-up containing a picture of Richard Ortiz. Ortiz’ picture 
was in the #5 position of the photo line-up with five other “filler” pictures. Detective Grande requested I contact 
and show him the photo line-up. Detective Grande also requested I contact C oach^^BPfrom Sweetwater High 
School, 2900 Highland Ave. Detective Grande had information thatflU^Bmight have witnessed the accident at E. 
28 lh Street and F Ave. 

On March 25,2004, at about 1156 hours®(^came into the National City Po lice Department. I read J^^the 
photographic line-up admonishment and handed him the photo line up. studied the photographic line-up; 
however, he could not make an identification. 

On April 22, 2004 , at about 0900 hours , I contac tedat Sweetwater High School, 2900 Highland Ave. I 
mformed(BB|^Bof our investigation. ^Hatrived after the police were at the scene and did not witness the 
shooting or accident; therefore, he could not provide information regarding this investigation.

East 28 th Street, facing west, about two car lengths east of F Avenue. His vehicle’s engine and radio were 
turned off and his driver side window was dowm^H^was alone in his vehicle. He was parked in the area 
because he was going to pick up his girl friend, who is a student at Sweetwater High School. 

I^Bhcard the sound, of a vehicle engine “revving” loudly. could not see the vehicle that was making 

the revving sound. The sound seemed to be coming from F Ave nue, nort h of East 28 th Stre et. The revving 
sounded like it was moving southbound on F Avenue, traveling inddd direction. ^BB^ici n °t hear any 
gunshots in the area prior to hearing the revving engine sound. 

As the revving sound came closer, ^BB b ear d the sound of screeching tires. It sounded like someone was 
applyingavehicle’s brakes very hard. B^B' :1 ' V a black, four-door ^^^^Bsedat^possibly an 1994, ‘B 
MB travel southbound at a high rate o f speed (s kidding). The flB^^B skidded thro ugh the 
intersec tion of E ast 28 th Str eet and F Avenue. The^^^^B traveled from north to south in front 
B^Bknew thc^B^B was skidding because he saw smoke coming from its tires. The^^^^ Bcollided 
into a light beige colored “low rider” vehicle. The low rider vehicle was possibly a two-door BH^B 
BMi The low rider vehicle was parked along the south curb line of East 28 th Street, near F Avenue, 
facing east. It appeared to ^^B that the low rider vehicle was dropping off a female student. The female 
student had exited the low rider vehicle out of the vehicle’s front passenger side door. 


The low 
rider vehicle “turned” around from the force of bei ng hit by the^^^^B The low rider vehicle stopped facing 
in a north or northwest dire ction. The BBBBB also “turned around” and stopped facing eastbound. ^^^B 
cannot estimate how fast theB^^B was traveling when it collided with the low rider vehicle.

Suspect #1 ran away from the collision scene without stopping to check on the welfar e of the people in the low 
rider vehicl e. He ran north to the north sidewalk of E ast 28 th St reet, west ofBI^B location. Suspect #1 then 
rail east on East 28 1 ' 1 Street past the passenger side of^^BB ve ^ c ^ e < Suspect #1 was about two yards away 
fromBHas he ran past. fl^BIhmied in his seat and looked over his shoulder to see where Suspect #1 was 
going. flBidid not take his eyes off Suspect #1 as he ran away. He saw Suspect #1 run into some 7-8 foot 
tall “bushes” (hedges) that were located next to a pink house on the north side of East 28 th Street. Suspect #1 
ran north, toward the rear of the pink house and out of sight. 


BBturned back around, exited his vehicle and started to go check on the female student that was thrown 
during the collision. ^BBh®ard sirens from police cars approaching, so he decided to go back lohisvehicle. 
One police car arrived immediately, followed by another police car that was right behind the first. B^Bsaw a 
teacher from the high school was helping the female student that was thrown to the ground during the collision. 
BBstood beside his vehicle while numerous police officers arrived in the area. 

milked over to a school security guard tha t was ne ar the fence bordering the high school. There was a

DETECTIVE FOLLOW-UP 

On March 11, 2004,1 heard over the police radio that NCPD officers were actively searching for an 
outstanding suspect that was wanted for Carjacking. Two NCPD officers had fired their weapons at the 
suspect vehicle during the incident when the suspect tried to run them down with his stolen vehicle at 620 E. 
24 Street, National City. 1 responded to the area of F Avenue and E. 24 ftl Street to assist in the search for 
the suspect. 

Upon my arrival, NCPD Detective Meeks and I assisted in securing the perimeter in the area of E. 28 th 
Street and G Avenue when the suspect, later identified as Richard Ortiz, was captured. Afterward, I 
received an incident briefing from the on-scene commanders and was assigned to assist in locating 
evidence in the surrounding area. 

During my check of the surrounding area, I spoke with(Witness) at^Bi^BBBNational 
Cither residence is located^Pof and^Bthe street from the south parkin g lot of 620 E. 24 th Street. 
^Btolchme she was home inside of her residence babysitting her^IBB niece. No one else was 
home. heard the sound o^^ar engine loudly racing and then approximately four gunshots. She did 

not see or hear anything else^BpPsaid she did not witness the shooting incident or see what the vehicle 
looked like that sped away. fl^Bcould not provide any further details. 

I did not locate any items of the evidence. 

Detective Grande and I were assigned to interview NCPD Officers Miller and Harward (Victims). The 
interviews took place in one of the interview rooms at NCPD in the Investigations Division and they were 
captured on audio and videotapes. Officer Miller was first to be interviewed (1700 hours) and then Officer 
Harward (1837 hours). See attached statement for details. 

Detective Grande and I attempted to interview Richard “Joker” Ortiz (Suspect) at NCPD. Ortiz was 
Mirandized, and he invoked (2030 hours). 

On March 12, 2004, at about 1150 hours, Detective Grande conducted a scene walk-through with Officers 
Harward and Miller at 620 E. 24 th Street. I videotaped the walk-through using a Hi-8mm video camera. 

Refer to Detective Grande’s report for details. 

On March 12,2004^U[boumi 5 hours, I went toUCSD Hospita l and sp oke with Dr.^B the attending 
physician forBI^^B^^^^B(Suspect). Dr.BB^id me that^BBsustained two gunshot wounds: 

(1) Gunshot wound to the left leg that shattered his femur and other bones around his knee, (1) Gunshot 
wound (through-and-through) to his upper back. The gunshot wounds were non-life threatening. I used a

Detective follow-up 

On 03-11-04,1 was dispatched to assist in the follow-up investigation of an attempted murder on two NCPD 
police officers. I met with Detective Grande in the 2400 block of F Ave. and'was briefed there. We then walked the 
area looking for evidence. We checked the south parking lot of620 E. 24 th St,, Olivewood Elementary School and the 
2400 block of F Ave. through the 2700 block of F Ave. Refer to Detective Gelskey’s report reference the located 
evidence. I was later assigned to work with Detective Rounds to conduct interviews of witnesses. All interviews were 
tape recorded and videotaped. I later impounded these items at NCPD.

^told^ BBabout his car.said he did not think Richard was going to take the car.thought 
BBHBB a kl thi s becau se he and Richard had conspired before he arrived and was trying to prolongB^Bh' om 
calling the police.^Hisakl neithei B^^BBuor Richard knew he was coming over. After abo ut two or three hours, 
Richard still had not returned with the car so he was going to go call the police. He andflflBwalked to a payphone 
at 24 th St. and Highland Ave. He then saw Richard drive his car into the Arco gas station. 

^^Hitold Richard to get out of his car and to give it back. Richard had the driver’s window down. He tried to 
handBBthree dollars and told him to go buy a pack of cigarettes. Richard s aid he wo uld return the car to^^B 
house. Richard started to put the window up and was getting ready to drive off^^^Bs 0 * in the car as Richard drove 
off. She said she was going to stay with the car until the keys were returned. Richard walked to the apartment complex 
in the 600 block of 24 th St. He was going to look for some friends to assist him in getti ng his ca r back. He did this 
because he thought there may be problems with Richard when he dropped the car off atB^Bhouse. He thought this 
because when he was talking with Richard, he did not seem rational.BB^ad also heard from other people that “he 
was not a ll there .” He heard that Richa rd likes to start problems, but has not seen Richard involved in any fights. At the 
complex^^^Bfcimd a fri end nam ed,tie toldS^Babout the auto theft loanedbicycle to get 
around.B^B*'°<fe hack toB^Bi 101150 a,lc l stayed the night there.

At about 0900 hours, he cal led 911 and reported the auto theft.BB was aga in at the apartment complex on 
24 th St, and was going to tellBBBhe needed the bike for a little while longer.BBB saw his ear in the south parking 
lot. He saw an unknown male in the right front passe nger sea t of his car.asked finale where the driver of the 
car was. The male said he was inside with somebody.BBtold the passenger that this was his car and told him not to 
take it anywhere. The male did not respond to that statement. 
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^^Brode off to look for a friend named^Bl t0 help him get his car back but he could not locate him. Again, 
^^Bbelieved there may be problems in getting his car back because of Richard’s bizarre behavior. He also believed 
Richard was not going to turn the car over willingly because he had time to do that the previous nightBBthen rode 
to the 2400 block of F Ave. and saw two officers at the so uth/wes t corner of 24 th St. and F Ave.

AsB^Brode up, her saw Richard walking out to his car and they made eye contact.^^Blold Richard to 
leave the keys and leave the car alone. Richard said, “No. I want to talk to you about something.’’BBMaid he knew 
Richard did not want to talk and was not going to return the car.f^Bstopped his bike a couple of cars away from 
Richard because he believed something was going to happen. He thought this because it was obvio us Richard did not 
want to give the car back. Richard started the car, backed out of the spot and accelerated directly at^^HBB 
moved himself behind a parked car because he did not want to get hit by Richard. BB sa ^ if he would have 
remained in that spot, Richard would have hit him with the car. 

'f -^.v. the officers were in the lot as well. The officers pulled thei r guns as Richard was driving directly at 
them.Bethought they did this because Richard was driving right at them.B^Psaw that both officers fired at 
Richard as he drove directly for them. Richard then drove out of the lot and southbound on F Ave.^^Bl ater located 
his car, crashed at 28 th St. and F Ave. 

^^Bdrew a sketch of the scene and descri bed the location of the officers. He describe one officer as small and 
the other as bigger. He located the smaller officer, Officer Miller east of the bigger officer, Harward. ^^Bsaid, 

“When he tried to hit this one, (pointing to Officer Miller) he got jumpy or shocked that he was trying to run me over. 
As soon as he starts to get by him to go for the other guy, (Officer Harward) that’s when I heard the sh ots.”(B B 
pointed to the diagram and showed me that Officer Harward was off to the north side of the driveway.^^Bsaid that 
Richard was still driving towards Office r Harw ard even though he was off to the north part of the driveway. Richard 
accelerated quickly towards the officers.HB es tbnated his speed at about 30 miles per hour. The officers tried to get- 
out of the way by jumping back, but Richard was still driving directly at them at high speed.^^Bsaid his impression 
was that the officers got in the way of die car to stop it (to recover the stolen car) but then Richard was not going to 
stop, so they were hying to get out of the way and tried to stop it with their guns. 

■Bsaid Richard kept driving high speed at Officer Miller who jumped out of the way. Richard kept driving 
at a high rate of speed and steered the car dire ctly towards Officer Harward. Officer Miller then fired his gun at the car 
as Richard drove for Officer Harward,^^B sa i^ Officer Harward shot at the car as Richard was driving directly at 
him. This caused Ric hard to steer away from Officer Harward. Richard did not have to drive into the parking spots to 
try to hit the officers,B^B°hly heard two shots, maybe three. ^BB sa ^ be did not hear any commands shouted by

officers. He said they could have given commands but he did not hern* any. He heard Richard squealing the tires as he 
accelerated out of the parking lot. 

On 03-18-04,1 met with^lBat NCPD and clarified a few elements of his statement. I recorded this interview 
and later impo unded the tapes at NCPD. I then drove hi m to the 2000 block of F Ave. He directed me toBHHIB 
0 and told sta yed the re with her boyfriend,then drove to the scene of the shooting and had him 

walk me through the scene.^^Bshowed me where Richard had parked the car, where he was standing and where the 
officers were standing. 

B^Bsaid his car was parked in a parking stall, facing northbound. It was about three stalls west of the 
walkway that separated buildings 620 and 638.|^B|s a id there was another car that was parked two cars west of his 
and this is where he stopped his bicycle. He said the first officer was two stalls west of his location. The second officer 
was one stall west of that, That left two remaining stalls to the west of the officers. He estimated the officers were 12 
feet apart from each other. 

On 03-17-04,1 went to ^^^0 residence to set an appointment with him for a follow-up interview. At that 
time, he told me two females had been calling his cell phone and they said they were Richard’s sister and mother. 
When t hey called they talked with his wife,BB^^B The conversation lasted about five minutes. The females said 
they goljHHBphone nu mber fr om somebody on the street The females said they heard that^BH|had given his car 
to Richard to go get drugs.^^Bsaid tha t was n ot true. She explained that Richard had pulled a knife on^^0The 
females said they heard that was not true, ^B^ventually hung up on the females but the y called back, 00 
answered and talked with them for about one minute. On both occasions, the females told^BBnot to testify against 
Ortiz. T hey said if he did not testify, they would p ay for the damage to his car. The females also said they knew 
^^^Bphone number and where he lived.^^B^dfl^Bsaid the phone calls were upsetting but they were not 
scared. 


On 03-18-04,1 went to the Arco station at 24 th St. and Highland Ave. and met with the manager,SB) 

obta ined the videotape from the night of March 10 .1 later viewed the video and impounded it at NCPD. 
The video showedBBBcar being driven westbound on 24 th St., past Highland Ave. At 1 ;34:07, the driver turned 
into the lot from 24 lh St. and drove northbound along the front of the store and out of the camera’s view. It did not 
appear the car was driven out of die lot at that point. About one minute later, B^0and a female come into view.BH 
and the female walked from the north part of the lot. Tills is the area where his c ar had b een driven to and parked. At 
l:35:13BI^Bwaiked into the store briefly and came right back out. At 1:35: 31 ,iBB came back in and purchased 
Camel Regulars. At that point, the female walked to the front of the store and^^BB car was driven, in a circle, 
around the lot and back to the front of the store. The driver again drove northbound in front of the store, stopped and 
the female got in the left/rear seat. The driver then drove adjacent to the front doors and stopped. 00 was standing at 
the cash register and looked out to where his car was parked and completed the transaction. He then walked out of the 
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store and up to the driv ers win dow. He talked with the driver for a few seconds and the car was driven out of the lot 
from the east driveway, ^HBthen ran southbound out of the lot. 

At the completion of t his report , I have not been able to locatefli^Bl I have left messages atflU residence 
but have not heard back from^^BR 
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Detective Supplemental 

On March 11, 2004, at about 1150 hrs, I was called out to assist in the investigation of an Officer 
Involved Shooting that occurred in the area of 2400 “F” Ave. in National City. 1 responded to the 
scene and saw that the south parking lot of 600 E. 24 th St. was cordoned off and that NCPD Officer A. 
Hernandez was guarding the perimeter. 

Officer Hernandez told me that NCPD Officers Harward and Miller had fired their weapons at a dark 
colored^^^^HHBas it attempted to run them over in the south parking lot of 620 E. 24 th St. The 
suspect(s) fled the south parking lot in theand continued southbound on “F” Ave, As 
the suspect(s) approached the intersection of E. 28 th St. and *T ” Ave., they wer e involved in a traffic 
collision with another vehic le. The rig ht front passenger of identified as 

DOB; suffered gunshot wounds to his left leg and back area and had 

been transported to UCSD Hospital by paramedics. The right rear passenger, identified as Maria 
Urzua DOB: 12/24/60, was also transported to UCSD Hospital for medical evaluation due to the 
traffic collision, NCPD Officer D. Kerr was assigned to stay with Urzua and^^Blat the hospital 
until further investigation could be conducted. 

I examined the area of the south parking lot and saw several expended casings ly ing on the pavement 
in the northwest portion of the parking lot. Based on the high level of pedestrian and vehicle traffic in 
the area, I assisted Officer Hernandez in securing the crime scene to prevent any contamination or 
destruction of physical evidence until the scene could be processed. 

NCPD Di spatch advised th e patrol units who were still searching for the Hispanic male driver of the 
dark bluefl^BHI^^B w ho was described as a I-Iispanic male wearing a baby blue t-shirt and a 
dark colore d beanie. T he Hispanic male suspect was seen by witnesses running eastbound on E. 28 th 
St. from theflBl^B after collision. 

Detective J. Meeks and NCPD Evidence Technician A. Flores met me at the shooting scene located in 
the south parking lot of 620 E. 24 th St, E.T. Flores and I entered the south parking lot and attempted to 
locate and mark the expended casings located in the parking lot. I found approximately (9) nine 
expended casings consisting of(HandB|caliber. The nine (9) expended casings were found and 
marked predominantly in the northwest quadrant of the south parking lot. 
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At about 1236 hrs, I was told that NCPD officers located and arrested a Hispanic male, identified as 
Richard Ortiz DOB: 10/21/81 in the west portion of the front yard at 631 R 28 th St. Ortiz was 
positively identified by Officer Harward and other witnesses at the scene as the driver of the dark blue 

NCPD Officer M. Gonzales transported Richard Ortiz to the National City Police Department where 
he was detained and processed until detectives could speak with him. 

At about 1330 hrs, Officers Harward and Miller were brought back to the area of 620 E. 24 th St. to 
give detectives information on the course and direction of fire. Detectives were then briefed by NCPD 
Sergeant M. Harlan regarding the circumstances of the incident. 

Sergeant Harlan told us th at on March 10, 2004, at about 2330 hrs, the owner of the dark blue 

Ca. Lie. was the victim of a carjackin g that occurred in the 900 block of 

E, 28 th St. in National City. The owner of the vehicle,reported the carjack ing to police on 
March 11, 2004, at about 0930 hrs. NCPD Officer S. Shanahan took the report.BBItold Officer 
Shanahan t hat he knew the suspect that had robbed him of his vehicle and knew his name to be 
“Richard,”®BBtold Officer Shanahan that he believed “Richard” possibly lived in the area of the 
apartment complex in the 600 block of E. 24 th St. in National City. 

On March 11, 2004, at about 1100 hrs, NCPD Police Service Officer S. Carranza contacted three (3) 
people in the dark blue^^^^^^^Bi which was parked in the west alley of 1900 Wilson Ave. 
Officer Carranza ran the license plate to hut the vehicle had not been entered into 

the Stolen Vehicle System (SVS) as a reported stolen. 

At about 1145 hrs, Officer Harward advised NCPD Dispatch that he had located theHH^^IHI 
parked in the south parking lot of 620 E 24 th St. and that he was going to make contact with the 
assistance of NCPD Officer Miller. 

After the briefing, I was assigned as the Case Agent in the investigation and assignments were given. 
NCPD Detective Picazo transported Officers Harward and Miller out of the area and to the National 
City Police Department in an unmarked Detective vehicle. 
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Detective K. Gelskey and E. T. Flores were assigned to process the shooting scene at 620 E. 24 th St. 
Detective J. Meeks and Crime Scene Specialists A. Chavez were assigned to process the scene at the 
intersection of E. 28 th St. and “F” Ave. NCPD Traffic Officer D. Geidel was assigned to conduct the 
traffic collision investigation. 

At about 1330 hrs, several detectives assisted me in conducting a line grid search of the south parking 
lot for additional physical evidence, and property damage from the fired projectiles. Detectives did not 
find any additional expended casings in the area or damage to the south wall of the apartment complex 
or vehicles parked in the southeast portion of the parking lot. Detectives additionally checked the west 
wall of the business, Skate San Diego, located in the 700 block of E. 24 th St., which is adjacent to the 
south parking lot. 

At about 1345 hrs, several detectives assisted me in conducting a line grid search of the north parking 
lot of Olive wood Elementary School and the north classroom buildings adjacent to the parking lot for 
physical evidence and property damage. Several possible locations believed to be impact marks from 
the fired projectiles were located by detectives and were further examined and processed by Detective 
Gelskey. 

At about 1405 hrs, several detectives assisted me in conducting a line grid search along the east and 
west curb lines of “F” Ave. from the 2500 block of “F” Ave. to the traffic collision site at the 
intersection of E. 28 th St and “F” Ave. No physical evidence was found during the search. 

I met with Detective Meeks and CSS Chavez, who was processing the dark blueflHBH^H and 
the immediate a rea where Ortiz was discovered hiding by officers. I examined the exterior of the 

saw that there was major front-end damage consistent with a traffic collision. I 
saw two (2 ) projectile impact marks located at the lower right portion of the front hood area of the 
saw another projectile impact mark in the lower portion of the middle of the front 
windshield, The distance and direction of the impact trajectory appeared to travel from right to left and 
consistent with a weapon fired from a close distance and from the front area of the vehicle. 

I also saw there were two (2) projectile impact marks on the right side of the dark blue(^^^^B 
which were located in the area of the right rear passenger window. It appeared one of the projectiles 
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had continued through the right front passenger window and entered the right front passenger seat 
headrest. The other projectile impact mark was at the outer edge of the right rear passenger door. I 
found one projectile impact mark at the upper frame of the left front passenger door adjacent to the 
roof area of the vehicle. 

After examining the vehicle, several detectives assisted me in conducting a neighborhood canvas in an 
attempUc^ocate possible witnesses to the incident. During the canvas, I spoke to the resident at 
IH^^BAve. in National City. The resident identified as^^^^H^HI^Btold me the 
following;

heard several shots while sitting inside his residence. looked 

outside, saw a dark blue vehicle leaving the so uth parking lot of 620 E. 24th St. at a high rate of speed, 
and saw two police officers looking toward thefl||^Bas it left the parking lot. 

After conducting the neighborhood canvas, Detective Remmers and 1 went to NCPD to interview 
Officer Harward and Officer Miller. At NCPD, I met Officer Harward and Officer Miller’s Legal 
Defense Fund Attorney, Julie Buechler. Attorney Buechler told me that she was going to allow the 
officers to give a voluntary statement to detectives. 

On March 11, 2004, at about 1700 hrs, Detective Remmers and I interviewed Officer Miller at NCPD 
in the Investigations Division in Interview Room #B. Attorney Buechler was present. The interview 
was captured on audio and videotape. The tapes were later impounded into NCPD evidence. (See 
Detective Remmers supplemental for Officer Miller’s statement). 

After the interview, Officer Miller was processed by E.T. Flores and I. Officer Miller’s uniform and 
equipment were taken to be processed by NCPD Evidence Technicians for gunshot residue (GSR) 
samples for processing. 

On March 11, 2004, at about 1845 hrs, Detective Remmers and I interviewed Officer Harward at 
NCPD in the Investigations Division in Interview Room #B. Attorney Buechler was present during the 
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interview, which was caught on audio and video tape. The audio and videotapes were impounded into 
evidence. (See attached report for Officer Har ward’s statement). 

Following the interview, E.T. Flores and I processed Officer Harward and his uniform and equipment 
were taken for processing by NCPD Evidence Technician(s). 

On March 11, 2004, at about 2035 hrs, Richard Ortiz was interviewed by Detective Remmers and I at 
NCPD Investigations Division, Interview room #A. Ortiz’s interview was captured on audio and 
videotape. Before asking him any questions, I advised Ortiz of his Miranda Rights, per NCPD form 
PD-210, Ortiz invoked his Miranda Rights and replied, “I’d rather call a lawyer. I’m sorry, I was 
always taught to call a lawyer.” Due to Ortiz invoking his rights, the interview was terminated at about 
2038 hrs. " 

While obtaining personal information from Ortiz, I saw that he had an “Iris Ave.” tattoo on his right 
wrist. I asked Ortiz if he was a member of any street gang. Ortiz told me that he associated with the 
“Iris Ave.” street gang in the past, but is not currently active within the gang. Pie further explained that 
“Iris Ave.” was formally called “FCW” or the “Four Comers of the World” street gang and that he 
used the moniker of “Joker.” I know from my experience and training in working with street gangs 
that the “FCW” street gang was very active in the early 1990’s and were involved in serious street- 
gang violence throughout San Diego County. 

Ortiz also showed detectives other tattoos on his body that consisted of “FCW”, “San Diego”, and 
“Sur” in the area of his right arm and chest area. During the interview, Ortiz complained of pain to his 
right ami and head area. Due to his complaints, Ortiz was transported to Paradise Valley Hospital by 
NCPD Officer M. Hands #417 for medical evaluation and treatment before being transported to 
County Jail. 

On March 12, 2004,1 conducted a record check and criminal history for Richard Ortiz DOB: 10/12/81 
and found that he was on three years formal probation for A uto Theft and h ad special street gang 
conditions. Richard Ortiz also gave his place of residence in National City. I was 

unable to find any street gang documentation on Ortiz as a street gang member, and contacted San 
Diego Police Department Street Gang Detective David Soliven, who is responsible for the monitoring 
and investigating gang related incidents in the Southern area of San Diego. Detective Soliven 
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confirmed that “Iris Ave.” was the former “FCW” street gang and that he had recent information that 
Richard Ortiz was still active within the street gang and involved in criminal activity. Detective 
Soli veil told me that he was in the process of documenting the “Iris Ave.” street gang based on their 
recent violent criminal gang related activity. Detective Soliven told me that he was also in the process 
of documenting Richard Ortiz as an “Iris Ave.” street gang member based on the information that he 
had received. 

I then conducted a record check and criminal history for Maria Urzua DOB: 12/24/60. Urzua had an 
extensive criminal history and was on two (2) active orders of probation. 

I then conducted a record check and criminal history 
HBliad no local or state criminal history. 

On March 12, 2004, at about 1130 hrs, Detective Remmers and I conducted a “walk-through” of the 
shooting scene with Officer D. Harward and Officer C. Miller. Present during the “walk-through” 
were the officer’s attorney, Julie Buechler, San Diego County District Attorneys Investigators B.

Detective Supplemental 

On March 11, 2004 at about 1150 hrs, I responded to assist in the investigation of an Officer Involved 
Shooting that occurred in the south parking lot of 620 E. 24 th St. in National City. The suspect 
identified as Richard Ortiz 10/12/81 was driving a stolen blue 1986S^Hjjj^BB^cioor 
sedan, along with a White male and Hispanic female passenger. Ortiz had stolen the bluel 

March 10,2004 at about 2330 hrs. Ortiz was identified as the driver of the bluej^^ 
■■when National City Police Officers C. Miller and D. Harward attempted to contact and 

apprehend Ortiz. Ortiz saw the officers, and drove directly at the officers at a high rate of speed from a 
short distance away. 

The officers were unable to escape the path of the|BB^Bdue to Ortiz 5 driving, and fearing 
foi thei^afety and to prevent serious injury or death, drew their weapons and fired several rounds at 


Oitiz diove past the officers at a high rate of speed, and continued southbound on “F” Avenue at a 
high late of speed through an Elementary and High School area in attempt to evade apprehension and 
aiiest by police. Due to Ortiz wreckless and negligent driving, he struck a white/gold(^^|^HHK 
which was stopped at the south corne r of 600 E. 28 th St., dropping of a stri dent. The student, a 
Hispanic female juvenile identified asflBBBQwas thrown from the ■■■■due to the 
impact from the collision, and suffered serious injury. Ortiz then fled the scene of the traffic collision 
on foot, and attempted to hide on the west side of the residence at 631 E. 28 th St.

Enforcement Officer Crawford were inves tigating traf fic viola tions in the area of 1900 Wilson Ave in 
National City. Carranza saw the 1986 blueHH§Ca. Lic.MHBparked in the west alley of 
1900 Wilson Ave. and saw that the car was occupied. Due to the traffic violation, Carranza ran the 
license plate through DMV records and it had not been reported stolen in the DMV system.

As Officer Harward and Miller walked south into the south parking lot, they saw the bluef^H^B 
backing eastbound out of a parking stall. Officer Harward and the Hispanic male driver, Ortiz made 
eye contact. Ortiz suddenly pressed on the vehicles* accelerator, and the officers could hear the sound 
of the vehicle s tires squealing, which is consistent with the rapid acceleration of a vehicle attempting 
o obtain a high rate of speed. Officer Harward and Miller were positioned in the northwest portion of 
the parking lot, and Officer Harward yelled at the driver of die vehicle to “Stop.”
